Back around 1819 when 
Alabama gained statehood, an 
outspoken and observant 
woman was visiting the frontier 
state. She was Anne Newport 
Royall, and she was to give 
future generations a first hand 
account of the people, places 
and practices that were a part 
of Alabama from 1817 — 
1822. 


Her impressions, put down 
in letters to a lawyer friend in 
Virginia, are preserved in her 
book, “Letters From Alabama, 
1817-1822.” 


Published in 1830 but now 
out of print, a new edition, 
edited and annotated by Dr. 
Lucille Griffith, is being 
published by the University of 
Alabama Press this month. 


Dr. Griffith, chairman of 
the Department of History at 
Alabama College, Montevallo, 
stated in her preface to the 
new edition that the University 
of Alabama has one of the few 
first editions of the book that 
are still in existence. She used 
this copy as the source for the 
new edition of “Letters From 
Alabama”. 


Anne Royall ‘‘has the 
distinction of being the only 
woman in our national 
history,” states Dr. Griffith, 
“who was tried (and convicted) 
for being a ‘common scold’, 
She was, in short, an aggressive,

intolerant, outspoken, 
suspicious, meddlesome, 
nonconforming, but patriotic, 
and fascinating woman.” 


A prominent woman 
journalist, Mrs. Royall often 
sponsored unpopular causes in 
the manner of later day 
“muckrakers,” She was well 
known in Congress where she 
sought out irregularities in 
government, 


In her book on Alabama 
that same keen perception is 
evident as she describes early 
Alabama towns, inns, prisons, 
asylums and hospitals. 


She shows no mercy in her 
comments on religious 
revivalists, slavery and the 
temperance movement. 


Mrs. Royall’s character 
sketches of the remarkable 
people she met in her six year 
wanderings in Alabama are an 
important part of her book 
helping to give a picture of the 
early southern way of life. 


Dr. Griffith’s edition of 
“‘Letters from Alabama” 
preserves the author’s rather 
**Original’’ punctuation, 
spelling, and grammar, thus 
reproducing the letters just an 
Anne Royall wrote them. 


Dr. Griffith supplements the 
letters with explanatory notes, 
bibliographical references, and 
index, and an introductory 
essay. 
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HISTORICAL NOTES - - These two receipts from the family papers of Mrs. Myrtie Ware 
of Montevallo show 22 gallons of molasses cost $7.26 on Febr. 10, 1854. On Febr. 6, 
1858, Mr. Jacob Ware paid $4.00 for 32 pounds of coffee, $2.00 for 4 gallons of whiskey, 
$1.82 for 26 pounds of iron, .75 for a bucket, $1.00 for 10 pounds of sugar and .20 for a 
plug of tobacco. The items were purchased at Butler & Lyman in Montevallo.

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Four- laiie bridge 
proposed for Coosa 


A four-lane bridge over the 
Coosa is in the projected plans 
of the State Highway 
Department. 

The bridge would connect 
Shelby and Talladega counties 
on state route 38 or, as it is 
better known, U. S, 280. 

B. E. Higgins, Bridge 
Engineer for the state told the 
Reporter Tuesday that the 
present bridge is adequately 
strong for the weight of the 
load that it carries, but by 
modern standards is not of a 
safe width, nor is it adequate 
for the total volume of traffic 
it handles, 

The Coosa bridge is one of 
15 bridges listed for which 
replacement is ‘‘urgently 
needed”, 

Governor Albert Brewer 
included the bridge in a $25 
million bond issue he proposed 
to the state legislature on June 
25. 

Higgins stressed to the 
Reporter that there is no time 
schedule set up for the work, 
“It is a long range program and 
it will require an awful lot of 
engineering work and design 
before work can begin”, he 
said,

New lending law creates 
additional paper work 


How does the new 
truth-in-lending law affect 
Snervy County 
agencies and retailers? 

All the local lenders and the 
retailer that the Reporter 
contacted in a telephone poll 
reacted with calm to the new 
law, saying that they had 
always stated the interest rate 
on their loans anyway. Most of 
them deplored the additional 
paper work and time it will 
require. 

Banks have to fill out two 
forms now for each loan: one 
in triplicate, the other in 
duplicate. The actual true 
interest rate must be explained 
to each borrower, in addition 
to its being printed on the 
forms. 

“It will take one-third more 
time to make a loan”, said Don 
Lathem, of the First Bank of 
Alabaster. “Time is expense 
and in the end if it costs more 
to make loans, something's 
going to have to give.” 

Agee Kelly at Montevallo’s 
Merchants and Planters Bank 
estimated that filling out the 
new forms would add 15 
minutes to the time each 
person will have to wait for a 
loan. Kelly stated that the new 
law can be “helpful to the 
average consumer who really 
wants to know the interestzate 


lending” 


(on his loan) but doesn’t have 
the ability to figure it.” 

He added that in the ioug 
run if people do use the law for 
the purpose for which it is 
intended, they will shop 
around to get the best rates. 

Ross Bob Mullins at the 
First National Bank of 
Columbiana pointed up the 
need for the State Legislature 
to pass the Uniform Code, and 
Lathem agreed that the Code 
needs to he passed “in a 
desperate way”. 

Bobby Cardwell of Cardwell 
Furniture in Alabaster took 
newspapers to task for “acting 
like the purchaser is right and 
the lenders and retailers are 
wrong”. He said, “We get 10% 
a year on a straight 36 month 
contract. On a revolving 
account, we get 14% per 
month on the unpaid balance. 
Therefore the finance charge is 
based on the unpaid balance. 
The purchaser must pay a 
certain minimum each month, 
but there is no maximum so he 
can pay early if he wants to 
and interest is based only on 
the unpaid balance per 
month,” 

He said, “I don’t think 
we're going to get this over to 
the public.

John Hines, President of the 
Shelby County Savings & Loan 
stated that the “biggest thing 
as far as we're concerned is 
that the new law relaxes 
regulations on houses.

“All we loan on is homes, so 
the law doesn’t affect us as 
much as some of the others.” 

Mullins mentioned that the 
customer will have to take a 
copy of the contract with him 
under the new law. 

Lathem pointed out that a 
rescinding agreement on real 
estate loans requires the lender 
to allow three days before the 
loan is final. This is to give the 
borrower time to think over 
whether or-not_ he really wants 
to put up his real estate_as 
collateral for a loan. 

Lathem said that in the past 
it hasnt taken the bank “15 

‘minutes to make a real estate 
loan to people we know”, but 
now people will have to wait 
days for their loan. 

Roy Downs of the Central 
State Bank in Calera perhaps 
summed up the situation best 
by saying, “It’s something 
Congress passed and we've all 
got to do it. After awhile it'll 
be just natural for us and it 
won't be too bad,”

Neither stands in 
awe of the office he holds, but 
understands it and uses its 
powers to their maximum 
extent. Each one is as effective 
in the technical duties of his 
office as it seems possible to

Beavers cause heavy damage 
‘to county timber, farm land

An animal that enticed large 
numbers of trappers and fur 
traders into the territory of 
North America in colonial 
times for its pelt - helping to 
open up the area to the 
pioneers - is costing many 
Shelby County farmers money. 

Beavers have been living up 
to their reputation and in going 
about their business of 
providing shelter and food are 
damming up creeks and other 
small streams causing overflow 
water. This water damages 
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highly fertile crop and 
timberlands. 

According to Shelby 
County Agent Buck Clark, 
beavers have increased in 
numbers in the county over the 
past five to six years to where 
they have become a nuisance 
to farmers. 

“Prices of beaver pelts have 
gone down and trappers have 
been in a position of finding 
higher paying jobs they prefer 
to do over going to the creeks 
and bringing out beavers in 
croaker sacks,” Clark said. 

“Beaver damage is due to 
colonies of beavers cutting 
timber and using it to dam up 
streams. We have seen them 
make dams over 300 feet in 
length. The beavers make their 
homes in these dams,” 
explained Extension Farm 
Agent Joel Thompson. 

The solution to the problem 
is not that simple according to 
the extension agents. The sure 
way is to rid the area of 
beavers. Several farmers have 
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tried dynamiting the beaver 
dams but with little success as 
the animals will rebuild the 
dams in only a few days. 

The best method of 
eradicating the beaver is by 
trapping, County Agent Clark 
said, He recommended use of a 
Conibear trap that is listed in 
trappers’ catalogues at $850 
retail as the most effective and 
humane trap to use. 

‘“*Other traps are less 
expensive but we believe less 
effective,’’ Clark said. 
Information on the trap and its 
use can be obtained in the 
county agent’s office. 

Doug Wyatt - owner and 
operator of the 400 acre 
Tarrow Hill cotton, peanut and 
beef cattle farm near 
Harpersville - agrees with the 
county agents that a county or 
area wide eradication program 
will possibly be necessary to 
eliminate beaver damage. 


Wyatt has several acres of 
land along creeks where 
standing water backed up by 
beaver dams has killed timber 
or caused overflow water to 
damage crops. ‘“‘We have 
dynamited the beaver dams but 
they build right back,” he said. 


He also stated that his 
father L.N. Wyatt senior, a 
brother L.N. Wyatt junior, 
Dorothy Parker and the 
Dickinsons and the Robinsons 
also have beaver damage to 
farm and timberlands on 
Tanyard and Little Morgan 
creeks along the route to where 
they empty into Yellow Leaf 
creek, 


He also noted that beavers 
are beginning to populate 
Yellow Leaf creek near the 
backwaters of Lay Lake. 


J.T. Lovett, a veteran 
farmer in the Kingdom 
neighborhood has, according to 
Farm Agent Thompson, a small 
stream running through his 
farms on which a_ beaver 
population is building up. The 
beavers have enough dams on 
the stream to cause overflow 
on cultivated land. 


Lovett is one of the older 
farmers of the county. He 
reportedly will be 95 years old 
in October of this year, 
according to Thompson. 


County Agent Clark 
explains that these farmers are 
not isolated instances of beaver 
damage. The busy little animals 
are increasing in numbers along 
many of the creeks in Shelby 
County.

Priceless heritage 


“Oh, say can you see by the 
dawn’s early light 

What so proudly we hailed at 
the twilight’s last gleaming? 

Whose broad stripes and bright 
stars, thru the perilous fight, 

O’er the ramparts we watched 
were so gallantly 
streaming?” 

On the Fourth of July, in 
countless communities, the 
above words of our National 
Anthem will be resounding. 

The ‘broad stripes and 
bright stars’’ depicted by 
Francis Scott Key above the 
ramparts of Fort McHenry at 
Baltimore in the early dawning 
of Sept. 14, 1814, were on a 
flag quite different from the 
one that we will unfurl on July 
4, 1969, 

The “rocket’s red glare and 
bombs bursting in air” on that 
historic occasion revealed a flag 
with 15S stars and 15 stripes. 
That flag, early in the parade 
of those which have flown over 
our land, evolved from others 
which were created even before 
we declared ourselves to be a 
free and independent nation on 
July 4, 1776. 

On, July 4, 1960, a new 
banner of red, white and blue 
unfurled on the flag poles 
througheui our land, when we 
honored Hawaii by adding the 
50th “bright star”. 

One historian tells us that 
our American flag is unique 
among the world’s in that it 
has changed and grown even as 
the country it represents has 
grown. The field of stars has 
been revised many times and 
may possibly be again. But the 


familiar 13 red and white 
Stripes are enduring and will 
always serve to remind us of 


our humble beginning as a 
nation, 

According to legend, George 
Washington described the flag 
in these words: We take the 
Star from heaven, the red from 
our mother country, separating 
it by the white stripes, thus 
showing that we have separated 
from her, and the white stripes

Whistling through the- 
Heart of Dixie 


BY ED BLAKE 


If you are tired of shooing gnats and sitting in a boat 
under a parching sun waiting for the bobber to do its thing, 
relax a moment and dream about the reds and golds of 
autumn, those frosty mornings and the song of hounds just 
over the next hill. 

We are talking about hunting - - the whistling of dove 
wings, the explosion of bob-white quail, the thundering 
hoof beats of a 10 point buck heading in your direction and 
the morning trumpet of a big old turkey gobbler. 

Kind of makes the fuzz on the back of your neck 
stand up just thinking about what's in store beginning 
September 22. 

Alabama’s hunting season always gets off to a blazing 
Start with nearly every gun barrel in the state leading doves 
across the sky. 

The bag limit on doves has been boosted this year 
from 12 to 18. According to reports the bag limit was 
increased because the mortality rate of doves is from 80 to 
90 per cent even if they are not hunted, Authorities claim 
that hunting pressure has little effect on the dove 
population. 

Thinking back to the second Saturday of dove season 
last year, I was sitting in a field where hundreds of doves 
had been killed the Saturday before and could have 
counted the number of doves that came in the field on my 
fingers even though there was plenty of food still on the 
ground, 

We also received reports from other sections of the 
county that there were few doves around after the first 
couple of weeks of the season, 

Personally, I feel that the increase in the bag limit is 
an unwise move, What is your opinion? 

The dove season this year runs from Sept. 22 to Nov. 
10 and from Dec. 20 to Jan. 8. 

Quail season is from Nov. 20 to Feb. 28; deer season, 
Nov, 7 to Jan, 12; fall turkey season, Nov. 7 to Jan 12; 
spring turkey season, March 20 to April 25; squirrel season, 
Oct. 15 to Jan. 1 statewide; and rabbit season, Oct. 15 to 
Feb. 28. 


Conservation Director Joe W, Graham expressed 
concern Friday about the possible damage done to the 
State’s fishery resources by the importation of the so-called 
“Walking catfish.” 

Graham urged every Alabamian to assist Conservation 
officials in keeping this particular fish out of Alabama until 
proper studies can be completed to determine the effects of 
the species on the native fish population. 

He said the “‘walking catfish’’ has been a serious 
detriment to certain public waters in Florida and there is 
considerable alarm that this fish could have the same effect 
on the public lakes and streams of Alabama. 

“Many people tend to treat this fish as a joke,” 
Graham said, “but I assure you that this is a serious matter 
and corrected measures should be taken immediately.” 

The Conservation Director said studies are being 
implemented to determine the level of water temperature at 
which this fish can survive. “Until such studies are 
completed, we must not permit further importation of this 
species into Alabama,” he said.

Soaring temperatures and a 
dry rain gauge are causing 
Shelby County farmers to 
sweat. 

County Agent Buck Clark 
said Monday that “if we get a 
heavy rain today, we couldn’t 
make over a 50 per cent corn 
crop.” 

Seventeen days with only an 
occasional shower in some 
areas of the county and no rain 
in others have already caused 
damage that will make it hard 
for the crops to recover, Clark 
said, 

He estimated damage to the 
county’s 7,000 acres of corn 
has already reached the 
$150,000 mark. 


Cattle farmers are feeling 
the impact of the drought now, 
but will be faced with a greater 
problem this winter. Pastures 
are not producing grass for 
summer grazing and hay 
Production has been severely 
curtailed, Clark estimated the 
damage at $300,00 to 
$400,000. 


The amount of damage to 
the more than 3,000 acres of 
soybeans in the county is 
undetermined at this time, 
Clark explained. The soybean 
crop can recover if it receives a 
sufficient amount of rain 
during the next few days. 


The growth of the soybean 


plants has been retarded by the 
hot and dry weather. Soybeans 
bloom in August and farmers 
are concerned that the plants 
may not be mature enough to 
support a normal crop of 
beans. 

Cotion is beginning to 
suffer from the heat and lack 
of moisture; however, it is too 
early to determine what effects 
the weather will have on the 
yield, Clark said. 

In some areas of southeast 
Alabama, Clark explained, the 
farmers’ fields are already 
beginning to look like autumn. 
In some areas the corn appears 
to be normal, yet there is little 
grain on the cob,

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Coal production at Boothton 
to resume fist of August 


The heavy flow of black 
nuggets that stopped more 
than 19 years ago in Boothton 
will begin again shortly. 

A. E. Burgess of the A. E, 
Burgess Company of 
Birmingham said his company 
plans to move the first coal 
through the new preparation 
plant located at the site of the 
old Boothton mines the first of 
August. 

The coal will be transported 
by truck from the Burgess 
Company’s strip mining 
operation on the north side of 
the Cahaba River just over the 
Bibb County - Shelby County 
line. 

A giant dragline, capable of 
moving 20 yards of dirt per 
bucket over 300 feet, is being 
erected now. Burgess explained 
the dragline will be used to 
move the over burden from the 
coal, Rubber-tired loaders 
equipped with 10 yard buckets 


will be used to load the coal on 
50 ton trucks. 

Burgess said no drilling or 
blasting will be required to 
remove the coal from the pit. 

The large trucks will cross 
the Cahaba River over a low 
level bridge and travel three 
and one-half miles over a 
private company road to the 
preparation plant at Boothton, 

Burgess said the coal will be 
crushed only, stock piled and 
shipped by railroad to the 
Southern Electric Generating 
Company’s steam plant at 
Wilsonville, 

The company has a 10-year 
contract with SEGCO, Burgess 
said, Coal production the first 
year is expected to reach 
400,000 tons, 560,000 tons 
the second year and 800,000 
tons the following years, 
Burgess explained, 

Plans are to employ 30 
persons, as many local people 
as possible, at the new 


operation, Burgess said, 

During the mid 1940's when 
the Boothton mines were in 
full production several hundred 
employees (estimated between 
700 to 900 miners) produced 
just over 350,000 tons of coal 
in one year, 


The huge dragline to be 
used in the new operation 
required more than five 
months to assemble, The 
machine is as tall as a five-story 
building, is equipped with a 
175 foot boom and walks on 
feet instead of crawling on 
tracks. 


Burgess said the dragline 
was assembled on the site from 
24 truck loads and 10 railroad 
cars of parts. The crane cost 
over $1 million. Another 
dragline will be added to the 
operation in about 18 months, 
Burgess said,

Who is buying the farmland 
in Alabama? 

Two out of three acres are 
bought by people who are 
already engaged in farming and 
plan to add to their present 
farm size. 

Other buyers are 
non-farmers, some of whom 
plan to start farming on this 
land at least part time. 

Urbanization and big 
highways are also some of the 
new owners of farmland, 
especially around our larger 
cities, 

In 1963 the ‘average acre 
was worth about 120 dollars, 
Today an average acre of 
Alabama farmland is worth 
about 155 dollars. The increase 
in land value has helped the 
farmer obtain needed credit. 


Autos provide 


264,000 jobs 


Enough jobs to support a city more than three times the 
size of metropolitan Montgomery. 

That's what Alabama’s motor vehicles mean to the state as 
indicated in a new statistical report released by Joseph J. 
Moylan, regioanl government relations and information 
reporesentative of the Automobile Manufacuturers 
Association, 

The report points out that the manufacture, sale servicing 
and commercial use of motor vehicles in the state accounts for 
264,000 jobs. Based on a national employment population 
ratio, these workers and their families represent a population 
of 686,400, 

Detailed information in the report breaks down the major 
role played by highway transportation in the state’s overall 
economy. For example, automotive dealers and gasoline 
service stations account for about 25 per cent of retail trade, 

Special studies conducted by AMA show that 
manufacturers of motor vehicles, not including independent 
suppliers, operate 18 plants or offices in the state. These 
employ 2,800 workers with an annual payroll of $25 million. 
Annual taxes paid by these firms to state and local 
governments is more than a million dollars, 

Motor vehicle manufacturers also spend in excess of $87 
million each year for goods and services from some 350 
supplier firms in the state. 

The 523 new car and truck dealers in the state represent an

increasing investment of $56 million, employ 12,200 workers and pay 
$65 million in wages and salaries.

The state is moving steadily toward the 1.5 million mrk in 
automobile registrations. Estimated 1968 totals were set at 
1,435,000, an increase of about 37,000 over 1967. Truck and 
bus registrations were increased by nearly 13,000 to reach an 
estimated 350,000. Total motor vehicles now registered in the 
state are 1,785,000, 

Alabama residents supported their highway transportation 
system through payment of more than $140 million in state 
highway user taxes in 1968. INcluded were more than $103 
million in state highway in gasoline taxes, some $30 million in 
vehicle registration fees and nearly $7 million for other user 
charges. The state also provides about $93 million to the 
Federal government in automotive excise taxes, 

The state is an important center for the turcking industry 
with some 196,000 workers involved in the commercial use of 
trucks. 

Trucks make up some 18 per cent of vehicle registrations in 
the state and pay nearly 40 per cent of motor user taxes, 

Alabama's high ranking as an agricultural state is aided by 
nearly 70,000 privately owned trucks, about one of every four 
in the state, in use on farms, 

About 6,300 school buses transport Alabama pupils to and 
from classes while nearly 1,200 other buses are used 
commercially in the state, 


over-wintering boll, weevils 
emerging on all four of the 
cotton fields checked in Shelby 
County, says Joel Thompson, 
Extension Farm Agent.

Fescue ideal hay 
for low pastures

Scott Robinson, 
Wilsonville Cattleman Ralph 
Robinson, “Helped” his father 
fut fescue grass for hay this 
year and found the rank 
growth of grass taller than he 
was. The young fellow wisely 
kept out of the impenctrable 
jungle so that he would not get 
mowed along with the fescue. 

Robinson has found fescue 
to be the ideal hay and 
Pasture grass for lowland, 
especially that acreage of lake 


shore subject to occasional

, Casements”’),

believe there is a place for 
some fescue on every farm.

Beef-cattlemen like 
Robinson can maintain herds 
through the late winter on 
fescue, nitrate the fields in 
early spring, and then cut a 
heavy crop of hay before 
summer grasses need cutting. 

Alex Ettress, Shelby, was 
one of the first farmers in 
Shelby County to recognize 
the value of fescue as a hay 
crop, in the eraly 1950's, 


Robinson estimates that he 
harvested 2.3 tons of hay per 
acre from this field of fescue, 
which was planted in the fall of 
1965, with an initial 
application of 300 pounds of 
13-13-13 fertilizer and two 
tons of agricultural crushed 
limestone per acre. This 
amount of hay is in addition to 
the forage grown and harvested 
by grazing.

neatness throughout the overall 
community. 

He hits both city officials 
and private enterprise for this 
negligence. 

The garden clubs will not be 
happy to hear that he says 
“‘there are almost no good 
examples of landscape 
examples observable”. He 
suggests and immediate massive 
landscape operation. He also 
notes that “where cooperation 
by the private sector is not 
evident, the city should make 
appropriate use of its police 
power to eliminate present and 
future deterrents to good 
appearance.” 

In the three years since 
Butcher was hired to study 
Montevallo, the city has 
followed through on several of 
his recommendations. Some 20 
acres of land have been 
acquired for parks and 
recreation. New street signs are 
almost ready to be installed 
and new zoning and 
subdivision regulations are 
ready for adoption.

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New highway use tax schedule announced 


The Internal Revenue 
Service has revised the highway 
truck use tax schedule of 
taxable gross weights, Mr. 
W.T. Coppinger, IRS District 


Director for Alabama, said 


today. 

The truck use tax, enacted 
in 1956, is one source of funds 
to help finance Federal 
participation in the Interstate 
Highway Program. 

The new schedule, 
published as regulations in the 
Federal Register of May 8, is 
effective July 1. 


The truck use tax is $3 per 
‘1000 pounds or fraction 
thereof for trucks with a 
taxable gross weight of over 
26,000 pounds, The taxable 
gross weight is the unloaded 


weight of the truck plus the 


maximum load customarily 
carried, Mr, Coppinger 
explained that the tax must be 
computed in accordance with 
the new schedule of taxable 
gross weights prescribed for 
each type of vehicle. 


The revised IRS schedule 
contains 21 weight categories 
for single unit or straight 
trucks, tractor-trailers and 
truck-trailer combinations, 
This schedule, Mr. Coppinger 
said, recognizes that larger 
trucks are using the highways, 
and also that some trucks are 
of sturdier construction, and 
are carrying heavier loads,

Tractor-trailer 
combinations go as high as 
74,000 pounds in taxable gross 
weight and as high as 76,000

Also included in the new 
schedule are categories of all 
three types of vehicles with 
five axles or more not 
previously listed in the 
schedule. These categories have 
formulas to determine taxable 
gross weight no matter how 
heavy the trucks.

APARTMENT HOUSE 
FISHING 

Whenever a tree falls into a 
lake or stream, it becomes a 
giant, luxury apartment house. 

The first occupants to move 
in are minnows and small 
fish seeking shade and _ shel- 
ter. Close behind will ‘be cray- 
fish, hellgrammites, caddis 
nymphs, frogs, worms and 
many other forms of aquatic 
life. 

This abundance of natural 
food soon attracts some keep 
er-size fish and several! of 
these will probably make 
the fallen tree their home 

Sharp-eyed anglers take ad 
vantage of logs and stumps in 
the water, say the fishing 
authorities at Mercury out 
boards, and their fishing suc 
cess improves when they learn 
how to use these underwater 
housing developments for fish, 

In addition to providing 
shelter for small aquatic life 
(and thus food for fish) down 
ed trees serve fish as protec 
tion from prey animals and 
as shade from the sun 

Largemouth bass like to lie 
under a log just where it en 
ters the water and catch small 
frogs as they leave the water 
to sun themselves. A_ bass 
bug — or top water plug - 
cast so that it glances off the 
log will often tempt a bass 
into thinking it’s his next 
meal 

The position of the sun 
makes a difference as to which 
side you should aim your cast 
Most fish like the shade, there 
fore it’s best to drop the first 
cast on the shady side of a 
log or stump. If a fish is at 
home, that's probably where 
you'll find him 

During the hours when the 
sun is almost directly over 
head, fish move into deeper 
water along the log. 


Keep these tips in mind next 
time you see a fallen tree in 
the water. It might just be an 
apartment house for fish

Does the price it is paying 
for these grants, through 
matching funds and other 
payments that come out of 
taxes, make them worthwhile 
financially? 

The aid programs - - there 
are hundreds of them - - offer 
assistance to states and local 
communities for purposes 
ranging from road building and 
education to welfare grants and 
child care. 

What it cost some localities, 
in the past year, proved to be 
greater than the aid they 
received, For others, it worked 
out favorably.

A breakdown of the state 
figures, which are based upon 
Treasury Department reports, 
indicates that the cost of 
Federal aid in Shelby County 
came to approximately 
$1,843,000 in the past fiscal 
year and that the amount that 
was returned, in the form of 
grants, was an estimated 
$3,350,000. 


The State of Alabama was 
also ahead on this score. The 
portion of its tax returns that

In effect $1 was received in 
the form of government aid for 
every 55 cents expended, 

Of the 50 states, 17 got

It is explained that some 
communities fared better than 
others in the distribution of 
grants because their needs were 
relatively greater. 

Determinations were made 
on that basis and without any 
attempt to return dollar for 
dollar.

The response to the 
questionnaire which I mailed 
to all postal patrons in the Sth 
District has been 
overwhelming. I deeply 
appreciate so many of you 
taking the time to let me have 
the benefit of your views and I 
will be giving a report in the 
near future as to the results, 


Many people are. still 
responding and, therefore, no 
final tabulations have been 


made as yet. 

One thing which has already 
become apparent, however, is 
the fact that a large percentage 
of the persons answering the 
questionnaire have not taken a 
position regarding the 
proposed Safeguard 


Anti-Ballistic Missile System, 
Many of you wrote comments 
such as, “I do not know 


enough about the problem” or 
“Congressman, please use your 
own judgment, as this matter is 
too complicated for me to 
understand”. 

As a member of Congress, | 
have already had the 
opportunity of casting my 
votes in favor of or against 
legislation, and in the coming 
months | will be called upon to 


vote on many other matters 
which will, to some degree, 
affect us all. Most of these 


votes are important, but some 
of them might better be 
termed as crucial to our 
national security. | believe that 
the upcoming vote on whether 
or not this nation should spend 
the necessary funds to 
construct and maintain an 
anti-ballistic missile (ABM) 
system will perhaps be the 
most crucial of all. I don’t 
believe that there is a single 
issue on which I have spent 
more time here in the 
Congress. Well-informed 
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national leaders, 
President Nixon, 
President Johnson, Secretary 
of Defense Laird, Senator

John McCormack argue that 
the construction of this 
complicated and expensive 


system is vital to our national 
security - - - That its creation is 
necessary if we are to maintain 
our deterrent balance with the 
Soviet Union (and eventually 
with Communist China). Other 
national leaders believe that 
the ABM would be a colossal 
mistake - - - and they are 
supported by a large 
assemblage of eminent 
scientists, including top 


advisors to Presidents 
Eisenhower, Kennedy and 
Johnson. 


On September 8, 1944, the 
first German V-2_ rocket 
streaked into the City of 
London, and this marked the 
advent of an offensive weapon 
for which there has been no 
effective defensive mechanism 
up to this time. From this 
relatively primitive weapon 
with a range of only 190 miles, 
the art of warfare has 
progressed to the point that 
now a number of nations have 
intercontinental ballistic 
missles capable of speeds of 
15,000 miles an hour carrying 
nuclear warheads, 

The proposed Safeguard 
system involves highly 
complex, electronically aimed 
radars which can spot an 
enemy missile about 4,000 
miles (or 15 milutes) away, and 
other devices to guide our 
defensive ABM’s to the targets, 
The problems in 
communications alone are 
almost beyond comprehension, 
and I do not feel qualified to 
judge all of the technical 
aspects myself, But [| am 
convinced that if we can 
overcome the unbelievable 
problems associated with 
sending a man to the moon, we 
develop and build just 

anything we put our 
resources Lo, 


There is much controversy

Harpersville plans 


town limit

Harpersville is hoping to 
expand, 

Mayor J.W. Donahoo told 
the Reporter this week, “We've 
been talking about it for at 
least four years and decided to 
take the action this term of the 
legislature.” 


After a four-week period of 
legal advertising, 
Representative Tom Stubbs 
will introduce bills to call for 
an election of the persons 
living in the proposed areas, 
Donahoo said, 


As proposed, the Town will 
extend the limits about a mile 
toward Childersburg and a mile 
toward Birmingham from the 
present limits, The expansion is 
planned along the route of 
Highway 280, The larger area 

cludes several hundred acres 
of land toward Birmingham, 
Donahoo said, Width of the 
remaining expansion varies, but 


expansion 


is approximately one-fourth 
mile along the sides of the 
highway in both directions. 

Donahoo feels that the 
response to an election will be 
favorable, He indicated that 94 
per cent of the people in one 
area want to be included and 
84 per cent of those in the 
other are in favor of expansion. 

He indicated that most of 
the persons already receive gas, 
water and police protection 
from Harpersville at present 
and would like to feel they are 
not taking “a free ride.”” The 
Town has no cigarette or sales 
tax as many county towns do, 
Donahoo said that the Town is 
planning to buy a fire truck 
and hopes to provide fire 
protection in the future, 

An election will be costly, 
the mayor said, but he feels 
that everyone should be given 
the opportunity to express 
himself ‘‘in the American

Summer jobs scarce 
for teenagers in county

Paying jobs and teenagers 
are hard to match up in Shelby 
County. 

Most teenagers profess an 
interest in working during the 
summer, but for a variety of 
reasons jobs are hard to find. 
Most employers are only too 
anxious to give youngsters a 
helping hand, but full time 
workers are needed by most of 
them, instead of fill-in part 
time help. 


The Reporter searched 
around the county for 
employed teenagers who will 
be returning to school this fall, 
and discovered there are not 
many in this category. (see 
photographs) High school 
graduates headed for college 
are far more numerous in the 
county employment picture. 

There are also, sadly, a great 
number of high school 
dropouts working at fulltime

jobs who do not plan to return 
to school, 

Some students find that 
practice sessions connected 
with school activities take up 
their time in the summer. 
Cheerleader and majorette 
clinics are popular with girls. 
Early football practice cuts 
short the summer for many 
boys. For others, family 
vacations and “‘Panama City” 
outings are too tempting to 
allow a job to interfere. 

Many others lack the skills 
needed and some are surprised 
at how hard the physical labor 
is at some jobs. 

State and federal laws deter 
most employers in the county 
in hiring student help. Much of 
the work in Shelby County's 
industries is classified as 
“hazardous”, ruling out any 
employee under 18 years of 
age. 

The minimum wage 
$1.60 per hour is a two-sided 


of 


issue in teen-age employment. 
youngsters are protected from 
unscrupulous employers who 
might want to take advantage 
of their youth and not pay 
them properly. On the other 
hand, many small businesses in 
the county simply cannot 
afford to pay untrained, 
unskilled workers that much 
money. Thus job opportunities 
for the young have been 
reduced, 

But in several business 
establishments, especially 
grocery stores, customers find 
cheerful energetic teenagers at 
work, earning money and 
getting valuable training, for 
their later careers. 

The Alabama Child Labor 
Agency requires everyone 
under 17 to have an 
‘mployment certificate before 
he can be allowed to work.

Following are the state rules 
for employing young workers 
during regular school sessions: 

1. No boy or girl under 16 
years of age may work before 7 
a.m. or after 8 p.m., more 
than eight hours in any one 
day, or more than 40 hours in 
any one week, However, this 
does not apply to anyone 16 
years or older. 

2. No minor can work in 
any establishment where 
alcoholic beverages are sold, in 
pool rooms, or in messenger 
service, 

3. Boys 12 years of age or 
older may sell newspapers, 
periodicals, etc., on the streets 
and in public places. 

4, Boys and girls 14 and 
over may work in such jobs as 
sales, offices and service, but 
they must be at least 16 years 
old to work in such places as 
mills, factories, canneries, 
shops, laundries, mechanical 
establishments and the like. 

5. Girls under 18 years of 
age may not work outside at 
drive-ins. However, boys 14 
and older may do this type 
work,

k.C.A. employees strike 


for recognition of union 


Management of the Elastic 
Corporation plant in 
Columbiana found a strike on 
their hands Monday morning. 
None of the production 
workers at the non-union plant 
crossed a picket line that was 
set up at 5:30 a.m. 

Albert de Loach, 
international representative of 
the United Textile Workers of 
America, as spokesman for the 
employees on Monday, said the 
only issue in the strike is 
seeking recognition of the 
union as bargaining agent for 
the employees, De Loach lives 
in Childersburg and works at 
Beaunit Fibers, 

He said the decision to 
strike was made Sunday 
afternoon by “people within 
this plant.’’ He told the 
Reporter, “All the employees 
with perhaps a few exceptions 
are members of the union 
now.” 

He indicated the strike will 
continue as long as necessary 
to get union recognition and 
negotiation. 

On Tuesday morning, Joe 
Murray, top executive of the 
plant, said, ‘‘We plan to 
petition the National Labor 
Relations Baord for an election 
among the employees.” He 
indicated the company was 
“not against an election, in fact 
we are looking forward to an 
election.” 

Murray indicated that every 
machine in the plant was 
running Tuesday with “more 
than enough people to keep 
them running.” 

He said approximately 50 of 
the 200-member production 
force reported for work 
Tuesday morning. Union 
vice-president Johnnie E. 
Brown of Atlanta, who took 
over as union spokesman 
Tuesday, disputed this. 

Brown is remembered in the 
county as a union leader during 
the labor trouble at Beaunit 
Fibers in Childersburg in 
February, 1968. 

Brown told the Reporter he 
thinks it is time for the 
company to make a move. 

The Reporter asked Brown 
what caused the strike at the 
Elastic plant. He replied, “A 
strike is caused 99 per cent of 
the time by not having decent 
working conditions: that 
includes pay conditions, 
seniority, anything you’d have 
in a union contract. He also 
mentioned the “dictatorial 
attitude of a company, 
threatening to fire people every 
time they turn around,” 

The Elastic Corporation isa 


subsidiary of Chelsea 
Industries, 

The official company 
position was given in a 


Statement by Joe Murray 
Monday afternoon. The text of 
his statement follows: 

“The United Textile Workers 
Union has called some of the 
employees out at a strike at the 
Elastic Corporation plant. The 
Company is open today and 
will remain open for business. 
The machinery is running and 
will continue to do so. 

“Our employees 
overwhelmingly rejected this 
same union two years ago in a 
secret ballot election. We feel 
that it is not in the best 
interests of the employees and 
of the company to have this 
union represent them. 

“We also feel that the vast 


majority still feel as they did 
two years ago. A number of 
our employees have called in to 
State that they signed union 
cards only after being 
threatened. 


“Many have called today to 
ask when they should come in 
to work. We definitely plan to 
continue operations and have 
told the employees of this 
position. 

“If employees do not return 
to their jobs, the company will 
begin recruiting new employees 
as replacements, 

“We are mystified as to why 
some of these striking 


employees are so vehemently 


opposed to their current labor 
setup, 

“During the past few years, 
we have made a lot of progress 
by cooperating with one 
another in working together. 

“Every year of the last three 
years, we have increased the 
number of paid holidays, We 
also recently put into effect a 
pension plan. 

“All but ten percent of our 
production area is air 
conditioned, including an 


additional 10,000 square feet 
recently completed. 
“We have made major 


improvements in material

The 18th Judicial Circuit is composed of Clay, Coosa 
and Shelby Counties, Of the three, Shelby County has by 
far the greatest number of cases. Each county under law has 
the same number (3) of court sessions each year. Some 
courthouse observers feel that Shelby County needs more 
time for its court cases because of heavier dockets than the 
other counties, 

It is assumed that the second judge in the circuit would 
be appointed by the governor from among Shelby County 
resident lawyers, if the bill becomes law. 


According to Bill Clark, Shelby County’s Veterans

destruction are dangerous to 
the lives of others and the 
society in which they live. 

The cost to the Alabama 
taxpayers for the stupid acts of 
the clowns who carried out this 
destruction was $60,141.00 
exclusive of installation cost. 

Today it is estimated that 
$70,000 is needed annually to 
replace or repair the 5800 
damaged or stolen signs along 
our highways due to vandalism. 

If you have the feeling all 
this is being done by teenagers 
- forget it. Reports show that 
37% of this damage is caused 
by gunshot. Today’s younger 
generation is not, as a general 
rule, classed as hunters, In 
addition, 58% of the signs are 
defaced and another 5% stolen, 

If you see a “cute” slogan 
on the concrete piers of a 
highway in Alabama, don’t 
laugh. It will cost you and me 
money to correct the damage. 
Money that could be spent on 
medical research to save the 
lives of people like the late Pat 
Trammell; people who would 
contribute to our state - not 
tear it down. 

There’s a law. It reads like 
this: ‘“‘Any person who 
willfully destroys, knocks 
down or removes any 
milestone, post, board or 
guideboard, set upon the road 
or highway, or willfully 
defaces, alters, or destroys any 
letter of figures thereon, must, 
on conviction, be fined not less 
than ten, nor more than fifty 
dollars, and may also be 
imprisoned in the county jail 
or sentenced to hard labor for 
the county for not more than 
thirty days. Rules of the Road 
(1927, p. 348)”. 

The citizen must take a 
good look at his personal 
actions toward this type of 
destruction. Since, obviously, 
the person who does this type 
act will never act responsibly, 
it falls the lot of citizens to try 
to prevent it. Report to local 
authorities where you find a 
stolen sign. Most people brag 
about having such a sign, and 
think it is amusing. 


Communities where hunting 
is a big seasonal activity can 
carry out civic programs to 
bring out this problem - 37% 
damage caused by gunshot - to 
the members of its community. 

There are many viher ways 
to help this situation, but the 
best method is Uy being a 
responsible citizen.

Executive branch overhaul 
receives backing from Brewer 


by Phil Smith 

A bill to prepare the way 
for a complete overhaul of the 
executive branch of 
government in Alabama _ is 
high on the list of those being 
promoted in the Legislature 
by Governor Albert Brewer. 

This legislation, being 
sponsored in the Senate by 
C.C, “Bo” Torbert, Jr. of 
Opelika, would create a 
commission of citizens and 
Legislators to make a 
thorough study of the 
administration of state 
government. The commission 
would consult with 
management experts, and 
would prepare bills for the 
executive branch revision in 
time for the 1971 Regular 
Legislative Session, 

With the number of state 
boards, agencies, and 
commissions approaching 200, 
and with more being created 
every time the Legislature 
meets, the administrative 
structure of state government 
in Alabama has’ grown 
completely out of hand, 

Not even the governor has 
the staff or the legal means at 
his disposal to keep informed 
fully on the activities of all 
these groups, and to ensure 
that they act only in the best 
interests of the state. In many 
instances, once the particular 
agency or board has received 
its appropriation, there are no 
further checks and balances 


on it whatsoever 
through court action, 

This cumbersome 
machinery has grown over the 
years without any rational 
pattern, Its effect is to 
weaken state government in 
Alabama beyond all 
reasonable bounds, and at the

Most of these various 
boards have the power to 
make rules and_ regulations 


which are just as effective and 
just as important as Acts of

A committee to find and 
attack malnutrition in Shelby 
County is functioning under 
the chairmanship of Sam Pierce 
of Columbiana, 

Pierce is in charge of the 
Farmers Home Adminstration 
here and is chairman of the 
Technical Action Panel for the 
county. 

The third meeting of the 
committee was held last 
Wednesday with 
representatives of the Health 
Department, the Department 
of Pensions and Securities, the 
OEO, the news media, and 
nutritionists Dr. Rebecca Pate 
of Montevallo and Miss Marion 
Cotney of Columbiana in 
attendance, 

The concensus of the group 


is that such malnutrition as 
exists in the country is caused 
by the individual’s not 
knowing what foods offer the 
best nutrition and not knowing 
how to prepare certain foods, 

Wilfull neglect as a cause of 
malnutrition is rare, according 
to health department nurses, 

The Damper's Bottom 
community of Alabaster has 
been chosen as a pilot area to 
teach some busic rules of good 
nutrition and proper food 
preparation. 

Miss Cotney outlined plans 
and recipes she has developed 
using the free foods distributed 
monthly to the county's poor, 
She will conduct a series of 
demonstrations in Alabaster 
showing preparation methods 


of nutritious but low-cost 


foods, 


She reported that butter is 
being added to the list of free 
foods distributed this month, 
She also said that the oatmeal 
and scrambled egg mix are not 
well-used by many who receive 
them as free foods, 

She has devised several 
recipes to promote the use of 
these foods, since they offer 
food values that are needed, 


The churches of the county 
are forming committees to 
provide the needy with 
transportation for medical 
attention, Rev, Burl Oliver of 
‘the Columbiana Methodist 
Church is ¢hairman of this 
effort. '

Once inside a county cell, he sawed the bars, got out 
of the cell and was about to use a piece of the bar to attack 
a guard, He was overwhelmed in the corridor by another 
prisoner.

Cranston Williams, of the 
Associated Press, once had this 
to say regarding the newspaper 
profession: ‘“‘The most 
necessary requisites to success 
in the newspaper profession,

“With these qualifications 
those entering the newspaper 
field will feel that their feet 
have already started on the 
first rungs of a ladder which 
may be arduous but attainment 
at the peak of which brings a 
singular satisfaction seldom 
found elsewhere.” 

“However,” Mr. Williams 
added: “education specializing 
in journalistic subjects is to be 
desired — but they offer no 
substitute for experience and 
work.”

We advise against getting the 
idea that the paper one flips 
through each week which 
consumes about ten minutes to 
read and throw down — did 
not require hours and hours of 
work on the part of those who 
had a part in its creation and 
production.

with the rewarding experiences 
you find in your contacts with 
people aud things; if you can 
preserve your sense of humor

This 
compares with as few as 21 rest 
areas in some states, and with 
the national average per state 
of 146. 

The dominant type rest 
areas are picnic type, along the 
state and federal highways in 
Alabama; however, more 
recently the state has begun 
building more extensive type 


rest areas which include 
parking areas, rest room 
facilities and general 


information. These areas are 
also manned by a _ park 
attendant, to answer guestions 
for the traveling public, as well 
as to maintain the rest area, 

A good example of the 
importance of such facilities is 
the rest area in Elmore County. 
In a recent 7-month check, 
before tle tourist season, this 
one rest area was visited by 
9,688 people. There were more 
than 40 states represented. 
1,202 were from out-of-state; 
6,893 were out-of-county; and 
1,593 were from the local area. 

Alabama Highway Director, 
Bob Kendall, Jr., said, “We 
hope to add significantly to the 
number of rest areas we have in 
the state over the next couple 
of years. It is a proven fact that 
when people stop to relax and 
rest while on a long journey, 
accidents are reduced.

EASY WAY FOR BAIT 


Plant a tree if you're looking 
for a good supply of fishing 
bait. Or you might consider 
going hunting with a tin can 
and flashlight the next time a 
thunderstorm comes along. 

Although these may not 
sound like ways to get bait, 
they are helpful in assuring a 
supply of worms for summer 
angling. 

Fishermen who plant trees 
will make sure they have at 
leust one catalpa tree in the 
yard, say the fishing authorities 
at Mercury outboards. For this 
is the source of the long, green 
catalpa worms considered a 
delectable dish by many spec 
ies of fresh water fish. 

Catalpa worms are the lar 
val stage of sphinx moths 
They often grow to three in 
ches long and are found only 
on catalpa trees, their sole 
source of food. They are har 
vested by shaking the tree and 
picking up worms that fall to 
the ground 

Keeping them is easy. A box 
with catalpa leaves in the bot 
tum works fine. To save them 
for later use, put them in a 
can with some cornmeal and 
keep the can refrigerated. They 
ean be strung on the hook like 
an ordinary fishing worm. 

A second eusy way to get 
bait is to go worm hunting 
during spring and early sum- 
mer storms, 

At night, during a heavy rain 
storm, carth worms will come 
out of the ground and lay on 
top of the grass or just under 
neath. Many of them will tra- 
vel, moving out onto concrete 
driveways and street curbs, 
All you need do is don a rain. 
coat, grab a can and fin hlig't 
and pick up a good start on 
your summer's bait supply. 
During prolonged storms, you 
can repeatedly return to the 
same driveway, finding a fresh 
supply of worms each time.

Anti-Litter campaign 
deemed success 


**The Alabama Highway 
Department’s Anti-Litter 
Campaign is working 
beautifully.” This is the 
comment heard often around 
the state since the program 
began June 16, 1969. 

Early this year Governor 
Albert P. Brewer and Highway 
Director Bob Kendall, Jr., 
began action to clean up the 
highways maintained by the 
Alabama Highway Department. 
Many hundreds of people 
became involved, and the 
program gained support. 

Bumper stickers, posters 
and educational brochures 
pertaining to antilitter were 
prepared and distributed over 
the entire state to individuals, 
service organizations, 
municipalities, chambers of 
commerce, county 
commissioners, highway offices 
and many more. 

The extensive effort began 
June 16, and continued till 
July 18, 1969. During this 
period more than 950 men 
were employed daily in the 
task of removing litter which 
careless and thoughtless people 
had discarded along the 
highways. They walked 9,924 
miles, covering approximately 
103,000 acres, and picked up 
so much litter it was enough to 
fill 185,500 household garbage 
cans (20 gallon). 

This has cost the taxpayers 
of Alabama $234,167.97 to 
date. Some counties in north 
Alabama are finishing up the 
effort there. 

The Alabama Department 
of Public Safety, under the 
direction of Col. Floyd Mann, 
issued 95 arrest tickets to 
offenders and promised to 
continue to arrest all offenders, 

Municipalities, some 50 in 
all, also participated vigorously 
in the effort, and in so doing 
helped to rid their towns of 
some of the unsightly litter. 

The Alabama Highway 
Department is not stopping 
here. Under instruction and 
guidance of Highway Director 
Bob Kendall, JR., an 
educational program pertaining 
to litter and its problems is 
now being produced, and will 
be carried out in the immediate 
future. Director Kendall said, 
“We cannot expect it to keep 
people from littering for all 
time, It is a continuing process,

FOOD FOR 


Is your boy in an athletic pro- 
gram at school? If so, it wouldn't 
hurt for you to know that a lot 
of food faddism gains circulation 
in athletic circles. Some coaches 
know nutrition. Many don't 

As a result, special restraints, 
or special food products, especial- 
ly on game day, may be recom- 
mended to your boy. In my 
opinion, advice to athletes that 
they use oxygen, or vitamins, or 
honey with their meals, or special 
medication is a lot of nonsense 

Eat Regular Meals 

There simply is no reason for 
a football player, for example, 
to not eat his regular breakfast 
and lunch on Saturday, provided 
he has the same time interval 
between breakfast, lunch and 
game time as he has observed 
during the week between break- 
fast, lunch, and 4 o'clock prac- 
tice 

What coaches are usually after 
when they suggest a different 
routine is to make game day 
special, psychologically. They 
use every means they can to get 
the team “up” for competition 

Well, there are plenty of means 
for influencing a boy's frame of 
mind and stimulating motivation 
without messing around with your 
son's basic body metabolism. In 
fact, fooling around with food 
practices that are otherwise 
sound can. in fact, serve to make

a boy less effective. 

Your son should, in my opin- 
ion, consume a diet that provides 
15 percent of the calories from 
protein, 40 percent from fat, and 
45 percent from carbohydrate 
Higher protein diets cause prob- 
lems, especially when the weath- 
er is hot and water is limited 
On the other hand, a pure car- 
bohydrate diet results in difficul- 
ties in retaining water. And, final- 
ly, too high a fat content in the 
diet, particularly in cold weather, 
will cause problems too technical 
to discuss here, but real never- 
theless. 

The Average American Diet 


Trained nutritionists will, of 
course, recognize my recommend- 
ation above as being pretty much 
the average American diet. Well, 
yes, That is what I'm recommend- 
ing. I am saying that a special 
diet has no benefit so far as 
athletic performance is concern- 
ed, but that a well balanced diet 
will be of benefit 

In research I have been per- 
sonally involved in we have found 
that no special food regimens, 
no so-called aids improved what 
soever the physical index of in- 
dividuals. So give your athlete 
normal meals at pre-game in 


And if you 
want to reward him with some 
special food treat,

Congressman Flowers (along 
with four other Representa- 
tives) is presently on a study 
tour of Southeast Asia during 
the August Congressional 
recess. However, he has been in 


touch with his Washington 
office and reported in part on 
his first days in South 
Vietnam: 


“We have literally covered 
South Vietnam by helicopter 
during the past three days — 
from the demilitarized zone in 
the north to the Mekong River 
Delta in the south.

From Lai Khe, we went by 
helicopter to several American 
fire support bases (one of 
which is named Birmingham) 
and had the opportunity of 
visiting with some of our men 
in the field.

hills and are generally manned 
by 300 to 400 soldiers, 

“We flew to the old imperial 
capital of Hue and from there 
to Da Nang and were briefed 
by Lt. General Herman 
Nickerson, the 3rd Marine 
Division Commander. The 
Marines operate primarily 
along the DMZ and have been 
responsible for stopping enemy 
activity in the northern section 
of the country. 

“We flew over the A Shau 
Valley and along the Laotian 
border in the area of the 
so-called Ho Chi Minh Trail. 
We also visited with what is 
generally considered South 
Vietnam’s best trained division, 
the Ist ARVN, and saw 
captured North Vietnamese 
weapons and training films. 
Coming back to Saigon, we 
went into the area protected 
by the 10Ist Airborne Division 
and spent some time at their 
Field Headquarters, known as 
Camp Eagle. Our flight of 
helicopters observed enemy 
sniper fire in the Michelin 
rubber plantation area outside 
of Saigon.

New era begins Monday 


A.C. becomes University of Montevallo 


A new era in_ higher 
education begins Monday in 
Shelby County. 

Monday is the day when 
Alabama College officially 
becomes the University of 
Montevallo and Shelby County 
joins a select group of eight 
other Alabama counties in 
being the “home” of a state 
university. 

For nearly 140 years an 
institution of learning has been 
located in Shelby County. 

In 1851, more than a 
decade before the Civil War, 
the Montevallo Male Institute 
was established in a single brick 


building, located near the King 
family plantation in the 
community of Montevallo. 

Seven years later, in 1858, 
control of the flourishing 
school was transferred to the 
State of Alabama and the state 
legislature incorporated the 
Montevallo Male and Female

Contempt of court injunction 
produces fines, jail terms 


Three men were fined $50 
each and sentenced to three 
days in jail by Circuit Judge 
Kenneth Ingram after a hearing 
involving contempt of a court 
injunction. The injunction was 
issued August 9 to the United 
Textile Workers uf America 
Union and several named 
individuals at the Elastic 
Corporation of America in 
Columbiana, ECA charged four 
individuals and the UTWA with 
the injunction on 
August 15 when employees 
were prevented from leaving 
the plant, 

It was the first injunction 
involving a labor union in 
Shelby County since 1959, 
according to Circuit Clerk 
L. G, Fulton, At that time an 
injunction was issued in 


connection with a dispute at 
Southern Cement, It was later 
dissolved, Fulton said, 

Bobby Ray Brasher, James 
Pate and Gerald Blackerby 
were fined as a result of the 
hearing last Wednesday. They 
reported to the county jail to 
serve their three-day terms 
Thursday morning, 

The hearing took up a day 
and a half of testimony in 
Circuit Court. 

Albert DeLoach, as 
representative of the Textile 
Workers Union was ordered to 
post a surety bond of $75,000. 
In lieu of the bond, DeLoach is 
serving time in jail. 

Charges against Willis Oates 
were dropped for lack of 
evidence, 

Judge Ingram stated, before 


announcing his decision, 
“There is one simple issue here. 
On proper cause on August 9 
this court issued a temporary 
injunction directed to certain 
individuals against certain acts. 
As the court sees the matter, 
the dignity of the State of 
Alabama and of this Court 
requires enforcing it.”” 

Max C. Pope and Lewis 
Gwaltney were attorneys for 
the union and three of the four 
accused, Charles Powell, III of 
the firm of Lange, Simpson, 
Robinson and Somerville 
represented the company. 

Attorney Gwaltny gave a 
moving summation for the 
defense, saying that the 
company had been 
instrumental in creating the

near the geographical center of 
the state, . its healthful 
climate and a substantial gift of 
cash and property by its 
citizens”. 

Management of the school 
since 1896 has been vested in a 
Board of Trustees composed of 
the Governor, who is the 
board’s president, the State 
Superintendent of Education 
and eleven members appointed 
by the Governor, one from 
each on the state’s 
Congressional districts and 
three from the State-At-Large. 

During the 73 years since 
1896 the school has had ten 
presidents. The first, Captain 
Henry Clay Reynolds, had 
been a lieutenant in the 
Confederate States Army and 
at the time of his election was 
a merchant and planter. 

In 1899 Reynolds was 
succeeded by Dr. Francis 
Marion Peterson, Professor of 
Ancient Languages at Southern 
University, Greensboro (now 
Birmingham - Southern). 

The third president, Dr. 
Thomas Waverly Palmer, 
before coming to Montevallo in 
1907 had been Dean and 
Professor of Mathematics at 
the University of Alabama. 

In 1926 Dr. Oliver C. 
Carmichael, Dean of the 
College since 1922, became the 
fourth president. Dr. Arthur 
Fort Harman, former State 
Superintendent of Education 
served the school as its fifth 
president from 1935 to 1947 
when he was succeeded by Dr, 
John Tyler Caldwell, its sixth 
president, 

In July of 1952 Caldwell 
resigned to accept the 
prestdency of the University of 
Arkansas, and was succeeded 
by Dr. F. Edward Lund, 
former Dean of Florence State 
College. In August of 1957, Dr. 


Howard M. Phillips, Dean of 
the Graduate School, Emory 
University became the eighth 
president. 

Dr. Delos P. Culp, President 
of Livingston State College 
succeeded Dr. Phillips and on 
June 1, 1963 became the ninth 
president. In January of last 
year, Dr. Kermit A. Johnson 
assumed the office as tenth 
president, 

A variety of names has been 
assigned to the Shelby County 
School. From 1896 - 1911 it 
was known as the Alabama 
Girls Industrial School; from 
1911 1918 Alabama Girls 
Technical Institute; from 1919 

1923 Alabama Technical 
Institute and College for 
Women; from 1923 1956 
Alabama College the State 
College for Women; and from 
1956 - 1969 Alabama College. 

On Monday, September 1, it 
will become the University of 
Montevallo. 

Academically the school has 
developed from a non-degree 
granting institution to a liberal 
arts college and on Monday it 
will become a multi-purpose 
State university. The school 
grants a variety of degrees 
including the bachelor of arts, 
bachelor of science, bachelor 
of music, bachelor of music 
education, master of arts in 


teaching and master of 
education. 
The University of 


Montevallo is a member of 
more than a dozen associations 
for higher learning and has 
chapters of 16 national honor 
societies and fraternities. In 
1928 it was one of the 
founding institutions of the 


Southern Association of 
American Colleges and 
Universities,

McCarley maintains “Did 
not have due process’

“If I'd have been an 
attorney, I wouldn’t be in this 
trouble now.” 

W. G. ‘‘Mac” McCarley, 
until August 20 the state 
senator representing Shelby 
County, said this to the 
Reporter Monday night. The 
Reporter reached McCarley by 
telephone at his home in 
Prattville. 

His tone was subdued but 
he talked freely and without 
bitterness about his 
experiences at the hands of a 
select Senate committee, 

Named by the Montgomery 
Advertiser as having told the 
Fraternal Order of Police that 
$3500 would be needed to get 
a pension bill passed by the 
Senate, McCarley was 
subsequently expelled by his 
colleagues, 

In his interview with the 
Reporter the 20-year Navy 
veteran said, ‘‘I can’t 
understand the swiftness of the 
proceedings. I was accused 


Tuesday morning (Aug. 12) by 
a newspaper of the low calibre 
of the Montgomery Advertiser 
and by the following 
Wednesday (Aug. 20) I had 
been accused, tried and 
convicted by the Senate. I have 
not seen a transcript of the

testimony, I did not have due 
process. If you can’t face your 
accusers, you can’t defend 
yourself.” 


McCarley insists he acted 


only as the messenger for 
Senators Ray Lolley and 
Roland Cooper when he talked 
with the FOP. The two 
senators deny the charge. 

McCarley feels a thorough 
airing should be made of the 
retainer fees attorney- 
legislators regularly accept 
from clients who have an 
interest in pending legislation, 
“With all the special interest 
groups around, it doesn’t seem 
the ordinary folks get 
anything,” 

A specially convened grand 
jury is already hearing 
witnesses testify on the entire 
matter of ethics in the state 
legislature. 

Persons having information 
on any wrong-doings by 
legislators are urged to come 
forward and offer their 
knowledge to the grand jury. 

McCarley philosophises, “If 
it takes my sacrifice [to 
uncover questionable practices 
in the legislature], I guess I'll 
be serving some purpose, even 
though it’s been a nightmare,”

Mann: ‘Keep an eye 


on all school children’ 


“Back to school” means a 
lot to Alabamians, books, 
classrooms, school parties, 
groups of young people 
boarding buses, walking along 
the highways, riding bicycles, 
in other words our children 
will be everywhere. Colonel 
Floyd H. Mann, Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, 
made the appeal today to 
“Keep an eye on all children”. 
Children have a way of moving 
faster than the eye and it’s 
hard to keep up with them”, 
Colonel Mann said, Yet the 
only way we can hope to cut 
down on traffic casualties 
which claim so many of our 
children today is to keep a 
wary eye for sudden and 
unpredictable action of our 
children. 

Colonel Mann said, “While 
parents, schools, and the 
Department of Public Safety 
are working constantly for 
greater child safety on streets 
and highways, there are many 
problems yet unsolved”. One 
of the major problems, he said, 
is coping with the impulses of 
children and training them in 
safety precautions from 
pre-school age through 
adolescence. The only way to 
tackle this problem of 
unpredictable behavior in 
children, especially in crossing 
Streets, is to urge that 
mototists keep a sharp lookout 
and drive slowly through 
school zones, especially during 


the morning and afternoon 
school rush. Make sure you do 
not pass school busses loading 
and unloading. The law says all 
traffic must stop in all lanes 
while school buses load and 
unload. Colonel Mann said, 
“That schools and parents are 
doing their best to train our 
children and are doing a 
remarkable job but it is up to 
each of us to protect children 
by heeding the oft-repeated 
warning: “Drive Slow! Let 
Them Grow!”

In edition, scores of bills 
have been introduced and 
passed and other scores have 
been defeated because 
newspaper publicity brought 
the public and members of the 
legislature to an awareness of 
the need to pass or kill some 
particular projects, 

The two wire press services 
in the state’s major dailies each 
have one or more reporters 
whose job it is to cover state 
government. About half a 
dozen of these men and 
women are in Montgomery all 
year long, and during sessions 
of the legislature the press 
corps swell by another dozen 
OF sO. 

One or two television 
stations also try to give full 
coverage of the legislature, but 
only the newspapers bring 
statewide attention to 
legislative affairs on a regular 
basis. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
way to report completely on 
what goes on in the legislature 
when it is in session. Many of 
its important actions go 
completely unnoticed by the 
press, 

In large part, this is because 
of the confusion in the 
legislative process and the lack 
of adequate legislative tools 
even for members to keep 
informed. In fact, the press 
does a better job in many cases 
of knowing what is going on 
than many of the members do, 


The sheer bulk of bills, 
committee actions, reports, 
lobbying efforts, and floor 
action on both sides of the hall 
make it almost impossible to 
have a reasonably complete 
overall picture of what is going 
on. For this reason, members

Apparently everybody is against the walking catfish. 
The Alabama legislature even took time to pass a bill 
against him. 

The so-called “walking catfish” Bill was signed by the 
governor and became a law in Alabama yesterday. This bill 
gives the Director of Conservation the right to regulate 
against the importation of any bird, fish or other animal 
deemed undesirable. 

The “walking catfish” drew the action from the 
legislature, but he is not the only undesirable banned from 
the boundaries of Alabama. Also deemed undesirable were 
the piranha, a fish native of South America; the San Juan 
rabbit, the mongoose and any deer coming from outside the 
North American continent. 

Game and Fish Division Chief Charles D. Kelley said 
any person possessing these species of fish or animals 
should destroy them immediately. 

If you have one of the undesirable species and do not 


- wish to destroy it, call Captain Ed Lightsey or Conservation 


Officer Doyle Wood and they will handle the problem for 
you. 

The new act should be a good one for Alabama” 
sportsmen. If effectively administered, this should guard 
Alabama streams and woodlands from becoming infested 
with undesirable creatures that eventually become menaces 
to the outdoor sportsman, 


We noticed from a new copy of Alabama hunting 
seasons that grackle and blackbirds have been added to the 
list. There is no bag limit and no closed season on these two 
birds. 

Grackle and blackbirds have been increasing in 
uncontrollable numbers during the past few years. They 
offer Alabama game birds stiff competition for food. They 
swarm like enormous black clouds all over the state and 
attack grain fields like hordes of locust. 

If the dove hunting gets slow you might take a few 
shots at these birds in the name of conservation. You will 
be doing yourself a favor. 


These cool nights have improved fishing along the 
Coosa. Reports are that bass fishing is beginning to pick up 
‘on Lay Lake. Hellbenders, spoons and plastic worms are 
producing for some fishermen.

Mike — a healthy, happy 
child with a lively brown and 
white spotted puppy which 
loved to romp and play — 
would have been two years old 
next month, 

He died recently — of 
cancer, :

Trustees create 3 colleges; 
appoint additional deans 


A major revision of the 
University of Montevallo’s 
administrative organization was 
announced Tuesday by Wales 
W. Wallace, Chairman of the 
institution’s Board of Trustees, 
The Board, meeting in 
Montevallo authorized the 
creation of three colleges 
within the University’s 
organizational framework, At 
the same time the board 
appointed three deans to head 
the newly created colleges. 

The reorganization becomes 
effective immediately. 

Dr. John B. Walters was 
named Dean of the College of 
Liberal Arts. Dr. Bill E. 
Fancher was appointed Dean 
of the College of Education 
and Dr. Allen L. Terry was 
designated Dean of the College 
of Business Administration. 
The Board also named Dr. 
Chester H. Bigger Associate 
Dean of the College of Business 
Administration. 

Purpose of the 
administrative reorganization, 
according to Dr. Kermit A. 
Johnson, University Persident, 
is to provide greater academic 
flexibility, the potential for 
growth and a wider educational 
service to the state of Alabania. 

The newly formed college 
of liberal arts consists of eleven 
academic departments 
including art, biology, 
chemistry, English, foreign 
languages, home economics, 


mathematics and physics, 
music, psychology, the social 
sciences and speech. 

The college of education 
will include the departments of 
education and health, physical 
education and recreation. 

All course offerings related 
to business and commerce will 
become a part of the college of 
business administration, 

In explaining the new 
administrative organization, 
Dr. Johnson stated that each of 
the colleges will have equal 
autonomy in all matters 
including curriculum building 
and course offerings. 

Dr. Walters came to 
Montevallo in 1956 and was 
appointed academic dean of 
Alabama College in 1959, A 
native of Cordele, Georgia, 
Walters holds three degrees 
from Vanderbilt University.

Labor Day — 

The Workingman’s Holiday 

Several coffee-cup drinkers 
were gathered around our 
favorite meeting place Monday 
morning — and the question 
was raised regarding who and 
how Labor Day originated — 
which started us on a search 
for some facts and figures 
regarding this occasion, 

From the World Book we 
found that Samuel Gompers — 
(1850 - 1924) — an American 
Labor leader, is largely 
responsible for the early 
historic facts regarding the 
organization of the American 
Federation of Labor which 
began in 1881. From 1886 
until his death he missed only 
one year (1885) as president of 
the organization. Gompers was 
largely responsible for the 
legislation that created the 
U, S. Department of Labor. 

Looking a bit further into 
the background of the man 
behind this movement we 
found that Gompers was born 
in London, England — but 
moved to the U.S.A. when a 
lad of 13 years of age. One 
year later he became the first 
registered member of the Cigar 
Makers International Union, 
He made this organization one 
of the most successful trade 
unions, 

Labor laws which Gompers 
framed, supported or 
originated include the 8 hour 
law for government employees, 
the various state laws fixing 
hours of labor and a law 


ak 


establishing Labor Day as the 
workingman’s holiday. 

Oregon was the first state to 
adopt Labor Day in 1887. All 
other states are now included. 
Australia also observes it. 

The American Federation of 
Labor in the middle of 1950 
claimed 18,200,000 Labor 
Union members, 

The above facts seem to 


furnish a bit of the early 
background of the Labor 
movement and certainly 


everyone who reads the papers 
has knowledge of the wide 
influence this organization has 
weilded under various leaders 
since the Gomper era. 

The article containing the 
above facts further stated that 
the Labor organizations did 
not stress any specific party 
affiliation prefering that each 
individual choose his or her 
own candidate for public office 
— but — those of us who have 
long dealt with candidates 
know that all astute politicians 
seek the support of the 
workers, and some ambitious 
aspirants for public office will 
surprise you with the amount 
of energy they expend in an 
endeavor to gain this coveted 


vote.

circumstances the fault must 
lie with some adult, In many 
cases, it may not be the fault 
of a motorist but the fault of

recess, 

3. Obey all signals and crossing 
guards near schools and 
yield to pedestrians in an 
unguarded crosswalk. 

As motorists and parents, 
we have a very special 
responsibility to protect our 
children, We cannot and should 
not expect a child to act and 
think like an adult. The lethal 
potential of the automobile 
demands that we assume our 
full responsibility when driving 
near children on a highway or 
street, concluded the director,

They were attempting to 
locate the grave of Thomas A. 
Rogers, one of Shelby 
County's two signers of the 
state constitution in 1819, who 
was also elected to the State 
Senate and was the first 
Secretary of State. Mr. Garrett 
is a direct descendant of 
Rogers. 

Family letters indicate that 
Rogers was buried in 1821 on 
the site of the original county 
courthouse in Pelham, The 
difficulty the Garretts 
encountered was in finding the 
courthouse site. They studied 
various old records in the 
courthouse, but it seems there 
is no record of the original 
courthouse’s location.

Judson president 
accepts new post 


The president of Alabama’s 
only woman's college has 
resigned to accept a post at 
Indiana State University 
October 1. 

Dr. James H, Edmondson, 
formerly executive head of the 
Alabama Association of 
Independent Colleges and vice 
president of a Birmingham 
bank, will leave Judson College 
here in early September. 

Under his leadership the 
Baptist senior college has taken 
great strides as an imaginative 
academic institution respecting 
but not hidebound by 
tradition, 

Judson was the first school 
in the South to operate under a 
modified academic calendar. 
Enrollment has jumped since 
the Judson Option became 
effective in the school year 
1965-66, (Under the Option a 
student may earn a B.A, or 
B.S. degree in either three or 
four years, with two or four 
months vacation each year. 
The three-year plan saves more 
than a year’s tuition.) 

“Judson has tremendous 
promise for the future, with 
new and exciting developments 
in its academic program which 
will be copied by other 
institutions,”” Dr. Edmondson 
told the college board of 
trustees Thursday in giving his 
resignation, 

Among these are a 
cooperative graduate program 
with the University of 
Alabama, an _ informal 
coordinate college relationship 
with Marion Institute, summer 
travel-study programs, and new 
uses for the May-June short 
term. 

The Gadsden native came to 
the woman's college in 
January, 1966 after experience 


with AAIC and the- Exchange 
Security Bank in Birmingham. 
He has been advisor to banks 
and corporations, 
labor-management arbitrator 
with the Federal Mediation 
Service, editor of business 
magazines and author of two 
books on higher education. 

Dr. Edmondson has been a 
faculty member and 
administrator at Presbyterian 
Junior College in North 
Carolina, and Ouachita Baptist 
University in Arkansas, He has 
been advisor to Samford 
University and Birmingham 
University School; a 
commissioner for the 
Accrediting Commission for 
Business Schools; trustee for 
various colleges; and a member 
of the executive committee for 
the Southern Association of 
Colleges for Women. 


The late Gol. Lurleen B. 
Wallace appointed him to the 
Alabama Education Study 
Commission., He is also 
president of the Association of 
Higher Education for the AEA, 

The Judson president 
earned the A.B. degree at 
Jacksonville State College, the 
M.A. at George Peabody 
College, and the D,Ed, at 
Indiana University. 

He is listed in Who’s Who in 
American Education and Who’s 
Who in Banking, and is a 
member of various civic and 
academic organizations.

The annual joint meeting 


of faculty, staff and 
administration members is set 
for Saturday evening, and 
dormitories will open for a 
record number of students on 
Sunday, Sept. 14. 

Freshmen and_ transfer 
students were registered 
during four special summer 
orientation sessions, and will 
begin regular classwork on 
Monday, Upperclassmen will 
register for classes on Monday, 
and take up studies the 
following day. 

More than 2,100 students - 
- an increase of around five 
per cent over last year --- are 
expected for the fall term,

A new quarry is making its 
appearance this week in the 
growing list of Shelby County 
industries,

Blount noted that Shelby 
County is one of the leading 
counties in the United States in 
terms of rock quarrying.

Vice-president George Pugh 
what steps the company 
planned to control pollution.

High density 
collectors are systematically 
installed at all plants and the 
company has one man assigned 
to control in each division. 
Mechanized motor-driven 
devices and settling devices 
with filters are planned at the 


Helena operation, he indicated. 
Pugh told the Reporter, 


“We start putting water on the 
stone as it goes to the first 
crusher to try to eliminate 
dust.’’ He indicated that 
Vulcan does not do fine drying 
or kiln drying that creates fine 
dust. The Helena plant will 
produce crushed stone and will 
not be a lime operation, Pugh 
said. 

Machinery at Helena will be 
similar to that at Vulcan’s 
Huntsville quarry, which is the 
most modern of the Vulcan 
group.

5 questioned by Mr. Dickinson 
is a connecting road between 
the ‘*Third Grade Road” 
(County Highway 13) and 
Crest Ridge Road in Jefferson 
County. The road is important 
in that it will provide a short 
cut (saving 10 to 15 miles) for 
the citizens of northwest 
Shelby County whose normal 
trade and employment are in 
the McCalla-Bessemer area, The 
road is a school bus route. 
Prior to reconstruction it was a 
narrow dirt road with sharp 
curves and steep grades - an 
unsafe road that was 
occasionally impassable. 


There has been considerable 
local interest in this project. 
The property owners affected, 
with the exception of Mr. 
Dickinson and his son-in-law, 
donated the necessary road 
right of way. 


The road was programed in 
1964 by Commissioner T. R. 
Nash: grading and drainage 
was provided during the 
administration of 
Commissioner J,C. Acton; 
and now the basing and 
paving is being done during 
the tenure of Commissioner 
J. E, Bearden. 


Our cost records reflect the 
following: grading and 
drainage, $33,000.00; base 
course application $23,000.00; 
paving $7,500.00-total cost 
$63,500.00, The project, upon 
completion will cost Shelby 
County $31,750.00. The other 
half is being paid by the State 


Highway Department. This 
construction qualified as a 
State Aid-County project from 
the beginning. 


The Board is aware of Mr, 
Dickinson’s opposition, The 
position of the Board has 
been explained to him on 
several occasions. The Board 
believes that the construction 
of a paved road through Mr, 
Dickinson’s property, owned 
by him since 1959, will be of 
value and we hope that he 
will approve this project that 
life long residents of his 
community have sought for 
many years.

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Whistling through the- 
Heart of Dixie

Football rules can become confused. 

Nowadays fans can watch their favorite high school 
football teams play under one set of rules on Friday night, 
watch a college game on television the following day being 
conducted under another set of rules and lounge around 
Sunday afternoon watching the pros playing with 
additional rule variations. 

Dick Burleson and Jim Lester of the Birmingham 
Football Officials Association explained to county coaches 
last week that the goal is to eventually adopt one set of 
common rules for high school and college football. 

There is an unusual number of rule changes this 
season and knowing these changes may save a red face for 
some spectator who might shout out protests to the 
officials from the stands, 

Extending the width of the goal posts will be optional 
during the 1969 and 1970 seasons, but will be mandatory 
in 1971, The width of the cross bar will be extended four 
feet and 10 inches to 23 feet and four inches - - the same as 
the college width. 


The area near the line of scrimmage where clipping is 
legal has been expanded by one yard, Explaining this rule 
change is rather complex without a diagram, so ask a player 
or coach if interested. 

The coach is authorized to send in a player to call 

time out if he feels the officials have misinterpreted or miss 
applied a rule. 
If a mistake has been made, the officials will be charged 
with the time out; however, if the coach is wrong, his team 
will be charged with the time out. This applies only to rules 
aud not to judgement calls made by the officials, 

If a team has more than 11 men on the field and that 
additional player participates in the play, the penalty will 
be 15 yards for illegal participation instead of five yards for 
illegal substitution, 

If a foul occurs immediately before the snap of the 
ball, the ball is dead. This does not apply when the foul is 
committed simultaneeusly with snap. 

A punt can now be used as a free kick after a safety. 

All extra point attempts will be made from three 
yards out. A team may now run for two points or kick for 
one point. 

If a ball is thrown or kicked from the playing area, a 
penalty of 15 yards will now be assessed. 

Live and dead ball fouls cannot be combined. For 
example: if the offensive team is offside and the defense is 
charged with piling on after the whistle, both penalties will 
be stepped off if accepted and not nulified. 

We heard this description of Calera’s football team 
from Vincent Coach Gary Garrett who scouted the Eagles 
last week: 

They are like gnats. Small like gnats, but you know 
how gnats are - - you swat one away from one side of your 
face and there will be three more on the other side ready to 
get after you, 

Vincent plays Calera in the first Thursday night game 
of the season tonight in Vincent.

University of Montevallo 
commences 74th year 


With a new name, a 
reorganized administration, a 
record breaking enrollment and 
the largest number of faculty 
members ever assembled, 
Shelby County’s only 
institution of higher learning 
began its 74th academic year 
on Monday. 

The University of 
Montevallo, known as Alabama 
College until two weeks ago, 
opened the fall semester with 
more than 2,200 students. This 
represents an increase of 
approximately 10% over last 
year’s first semester 
enrollment, Final enrollment 
figures will not be available 
until late registration is 
completed later this month. 

Officials at Montevallo are 
pleased with this fall’s 
enrollment figures. Several 
colleges in Alabama have 
reported a decline in the 
number of students on campus 
for the fall semester. 

One hundred sixteen 
members of the teaching 
faculty were on hand Monday 
morning to begin classes for 
freshmen and to register 
upperclassmen. 

Classes began Tuesday 
morning for sophomores, 
juniors, seniors and graduate 
students. 

For the first time in the 
school’s history students are 
being advised and counseled by 
three academic deans and have 
a choice of entering three 
different colleges.

Earlier this month the 
University’s Board of Trustees 
created three colleges within 
the University and elevated 
two professors to the rank of 
dean. 

The Montevallo school now 
includes the college of liberal 
arts, the college of education 
and the college of business 
administration, 

Dr. John B. Walters is dean 
of the college of liberal arts. 
Dr. Bill E. Fancher is dean of

administration. 

In announcing the 
administrative change, Board 
of Trustees chairman Wales W.

The Question is, “Which is 
the Best Judgment?” 

To approve a l-cent 
county-wide gasoline tax all of 
which will be used in the 
construction and maintenance 
of Shelby County roads; or 

To disapprove the tax and 
see the county road 
construction and maintenance 
program decline to the point 
that paved roads will be 
inadequately maintained; badly 
needed road construction will 
be even further postponed; and 
curtailment of other services of 
the county highway 
department such as 
cooperation extended to 


municipalities, reconstruction 
of unsafe bridges and unsafe 
portions of the highways of the 
county, center line striping, 
traffic signs both directional 
and safety. 

This is the decision to be 
made by the voters of Shelby 
County on October 7. A 
county wide election will be 
held on that date. The only 
question before the voters will 
be the approval or disapproval 
of this revenue measure. 

It is the responsibility of the 
Board of Revenue to point up 
the problem and to propose a 
solution. It is the responsibility 
of the voters to make the

There are plenty of doves in Shelby County. 

Conservation Officer Doyle Wood was in the office 
the other day and reported seeing a lot of doves throughout 
the county. Doves move around a good bit, but the chances 
are good that there will be fine shooting Monday - - the 
opening day of dove season. 

. There is one important change in the regulations 
governing dove hunting. The bag limit and: possession limit 
has been increased by 50 per cent. Hunters will not have an 
opportunity to go for a limit of 18 doves instead of 12. 

The shooting hours are from noon until sunset. 


If you have the opportunity this weekend, it might be 
a good idea to check with a local farmer and get a written 
permit to shoot in his fields. Written permission is required. 

You might ask to look over the field, check the flight 
patterns of the doves and pick out a good stand, 

Most dove hunters agree that fields where corn has 
been harvested recently with a mechanical picker is the 
choice spot to be on opening day. Sunflower fields were 
reported to be the hot spots last year during the first few 
weeks of dove season. However, the sunflowers apparently 
did not pay off for the farmers and there are few if any 
sunflowers in the county this year. 


We flagged down Captain Ed Lightsey Tuesday 
morning on the way to work and asked him if he had any 
information to pass along. Lightsey said both 1968-1969 
and 1969-1970 hunting licenses will be valid during the 
first eight days of the season. You will need to get a new 
license before going afield on Oct. 1. Fishing licenses also 
expire on September 30. 

Because doves are classified as migratory birds, 
federal regulations also apply to dove hunting. 

Captain Lightsey requested that the following 
regulation controling the baiting of fields be passed along: 

“All migratory game birds, including waterfowl, may 
be taken on or over standing crops (including aquatics), 
flooded standing crops, flooded harvested crop lands, grain 
crops properly shocked on the field where grown, or grains 
found scattered solely as a result of normal agricultural 
planting or harvesting; and in addition, all migratory game 
birds except waterfowl, may be taken on or over lands 
where shelled, shucked, or unshucked corn, wheat or other 
grain, salt or other feed has been distributed or scattered 
solely as a result of valid agricultural operations or 
procedures.” 


Lightsey pointed out that a grain field that has been 
bush hogged is considered a baited field. There must be some 
attempt made to harvest the field. If there is any question 
that a field may be considered baited, make certain that the 
field has been inspected by a conservation officer before 
you hunt in the field. 


When hunting please remember that you are a guest 
of the land owner. Respect his property and leave the field 
knowing that you will be invited back,

decision. 

The lI-cent tax, in our 
judgment, will provide about 
$190,000 per year. Portions of 
it will be used to match state 
and federal funds on a 3 to 1 
basis, thus payment of one 
penny means a total of four 
pennies for the road program. 
The Board considers this a fair 
solution in that those who use 
the highways will pay in 
accordance with: the extent of 
their use. The average motorist 
(1,000 miles per month) would 
pay from $8 to $10 per year. 


Through changes in the 
State tax structure in 1967 we 
have experienced a reduction 
of approximately $250,000 per 
year in county revenue, In the 
past we have been successful in 
obtaining from $100,000 to 
$150,000 per year in grants 
from the State Highway 
Department. The Highway 
Director told county officials 
this summer that the 
Department would not be in 
position to continue this grant 
program. The circumstances 
constitute a financial crisis.

Montevallo is the center of a 
case to test the law governing 
pool halls in Alabama. The civil 
action was filed in U.S. 
District Court last week. 

Montevallo Recreation 
Center, Inc. and several 
individuals are bringing the suit 
against the mayor, town 
council, and police chief of 
Montevallo, and against the 
Attorney General and the 
Governor of Alabama, 

The plaintiffs also seek a 
temporary restraining order, a 
temporary and permanent 
injunction and damages. 

The chief complaint seems 
to be that minors under 21 
years of age are prohibited by 
state law from playing pool in 
pool halls. Montevallo has been 
enforcing this law. The 
Recreational Center seeks to 
have the law. declared 


unconstitutional. 

The Montevallo Recreation 
Center has been operating 
under a city license as a pool 
hall since February 8, 1969. 

It first opened in this 
capacity in December 1967 
and later became a_ private 
club, 

Part of the complaint

Say “government agency” 
will get a groan in reply. 

Red tape,*bureauocracy, endless forms, politics are 
among the images that leap to mind, 

People tend to forget that every government agency 
was initially designed to fill a real need. Many are doing an 
excellent job in living up to the hopes their legislative 
sponsors had for them. 

Among these agencies is the federal Farmers Home 
Administration. 

The Shelby County Reporter recently interviewed 
S.S.“Sam” Pierce, Supervisor of FHA in Shelby County and 


to a lot of people and you 


, found that among other things, the FHA is providing 


decent housing to hundreds of Shelby Countians who could 
not otherwise have afforded it. 

The FHA does this by loaning money to people who 
cannot get loans from private lending sources, At the 
moment, there are 186 individual families in Shelby County 
living in improved housing through FHA loans, Many other 
county families have repaid their FHA loans in past years. 
The principal balance due on loans in the county at present 
is $3,800,000,

Improving housing of people who live in rural areas is 
one of the major reasons for FHA’s existence. All of Shelby 
County is considered rural since no town has a population 
above 5,500, 

An applicant must be without decent, safe and 
sanitary housing or without farm service buildings essential 
to the success of his farming operation to qualify. He must 
have sufficient income to pay operating and family living 
expenses and meet payment on debts, including the 
proposed rural housing loan. He must possess the character, 
ability and experience to carry out the undertakings and 
operations required of him in connection with a rural 
housing loan,’ 

A three-member committee studies applications and 
approves or disapproves them. Members of this committee 
are Roy G. Fleming, Harpersville; Onie E. B, Hughes, 
Columbiana and Sam T, Farmer, Wilsonville. . 

As an example of the care with which these loans are 
granted and supervised, there have been no foreclosures in 
the 19 years Pierce has been FHA supervisor in the county. 

He told the Reporter the first loan he made was paid 
off long ago and added that when a person acquires enough 
equity in the home he is expected to re-finance with private 
lenders. 

Individuals have to live up to several government

standards, but the government expects the borrowers to do 
the planning and make most of the decisions, The borrower 
furnishes his own plans and selects his own contractor. 

Pierce said most loans in the county are made for a 
20 to 25 year period with a maximum of 33 years, Loans 
are approved in varying amounts depending on the size and 
need of the family. Homes are expected to be economically 
designed, and modest in size, design and cost. 

Pierce points out that rural housing loans encourage 
people to live in rural areas, help check the flow of people 
to urban areas and encourage city dwellers to live in the 
country if they can find employment there. 

In general it can be said that the program raises living 
standards and makes rural communities attractive locations 
for the development and expansion of rural industry. 

Rural housing loans may be used to build, improve or 
repair rural homes and related facilities or farm service 
buildings or to provide water for farmstead and household 
use. In addition to major construction, funds are available 
to modernize homes, add bathrooms, central heating, 
modern kitchens and other home improvements as well as 
to enlarge or remodel farm service buildings. 

Loan funds also may be used to buy an existing house 
and lot or to buy a minimum adequate site on which to 
build the house.

Families may refinance debts with FHA funds on its 
home under certain conditions. 

Another important type of loan is-for the 
construction of rental units, In Shelby County such loans 
have been made for the construction of 74 rental units. 

The agency also makes loans for farm and home 
operating expenses, buying and developing family farms, 
water development and soil conservation, rural water and - 
waste disposal systems, developing small water-shed 
projects and for emergency credit needs,

Details for the local election 
in Shelby County on October 7 
are falling into place. Voters on 
that date will determine if 
approximately $190,000 per 
year in additional revenue is to 
be provided the County 
Highway Department. 

A “Yes” vote on the I-cent 
gasoline tax issue means a vote 
to continue the highway 
construction and maintenance 
program at the level we have 
experienced in the past two 
years, with the possibility of 
improvement in some areas. 
Those of us who are close to 
the operation of the 
Department know that a “No” 
vote is a vote to reduce a 
substantial portion of the 
county road program. 

The revenue for road 
purposes has been reduced by 
better than $250,000 per year

Shelby Memorial Hospital is 
10 years old, 

It opened as a 30-bed 
hospital on September 25, 
1959, 

Senator Lister Hill, the 
famed Alabamian whose work 
in the Senate brought hospitals 
to hundreds of communities 
throughout the United States, 
was the dedicatory speaker. 

Since that day, the hospital 
has added a 40-bed nursing 
home and opened two new 
wings. Today there are 90 beds 
in the hospital, and nearly all 
of them are filled every day, 

A total of 3,375 babies have 
first seen the light of day at 
Shelby Memorial. This figure 
assumes astonishing 
proportions when one realizes 
that it is approximately one- 
eleventh of the entire 
population of the county. 
Where would they have been 
born if Shelby Memorial were 
not there? Many would have 


s 


‘been delivered at their homes, 


under conditions less than 
ideal. - 

Spokesmen at the Shelby 
County Health Department say 
there has been “a dramatic 
reduction in maternal deaths 
and infant mortality” since the 
hospital opened. 

The decade of the hospital’s 
existence has been one of 
revolutionary change in social 
outlook on the needs of the ill, 
and Shelby Memorial has 
echoed the turbulence of the 
times. 

Questions of charity, 
changes in private health 
insurance, integration, inflation 
and the enormous changes 
wrought by Medicare have 
been met at Shelby Memorial 
with varying answers. 

Six persons have occupied 
the post of administrator

Brewer recommends 
bus driver training 


Governor Albert Brewer 
said today he has asked the 
State Department of Eudcation 
and local school boards to 
begin immediate driver training 
for every school bus driver in 
Alabama. 

The Governor said that a 
grant of $199,481 under the 
Highway Safety Act of 1966 
will assist in financing the 
compulsory driver training 
program. All drivers of vehicles 
used to transport Alabama 
children to public elementary 
and secondary schools, public 
trade schools, and public and 
private junior colleges will be 
included in the program. A 
special license will be issued to 
all drivers who successfully 


complete the course. 

Goverinus Brewer said the 
grant will also enable the State 
to immediately initiate a 
school bus safety inspection 
program in every school 
district in the state. Both the 
inspection program and 
compulsory driver training 
were authorized by an act 
passed by the recent legislative 
session. Also included is a 
requirement that all school bus 
drivers wear seat belts. 

The Governor said studies 
show that defective equipment 
and driver error are responsible 
for almost all school bus 
accidents in Alabama and that 
the new safety program will 
attack both problem areas.

J. C, Acton of Helena says, 
“The county needs the 
penny,” in referring to the 
proposed one-cent gasoline tax 
coming up to a vote next 
Tuesday. 

Acton is in a unique 
position to pass judgement on 
the tax, He is a former member 
of the Board of Revenue, 
finishing his term last January, 
He also owns and manages an 
American Oil Company service 
station on U.S. 31 near the 
Jefferson County line. 

As a Republican, he feels 
that insufficient publicity has 
been given to the real reasons 
the county needs the tax. 
Acton says the public shvuld 
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Acton 


be informed that the Wallace 
administration ‘‘took our 
money by killing our 
farm-to-market road program,” 
He feels that reapportionment 
of gasoline revenues accounted 
for a very small cutback in 
money for the rural counties, 
although this is often cited (by 
Democrats) as the major 
reason, 

He says it is the 
farm-to-market money the 
county is trying to recover by 
adding the one-cent tax. 

Acton would not say how 
he will vote on the issue and 
says he is not trying to 
influence anyone’s vote. He 
admits he “would probably 
lose some gasoline business” if 
the tax is added, but that gas in 
Jefferson County is generally 
two to four cents higher than 
in Shelby County. 

Having worked closely with 
the county highway 
department during his 
four-year term of office, Acton 
is strong in his praise of the 
way the county handles its 
program and its funds, 

He said “There is very little 
waste, if any, in our County 
Highway Department.” By 
contrast, he said the state has 
been spending too much for 
asphalt for years. He pointed 
out that Shelby County has 
paid less for asphalt than the 
state for a long time - even 
when the county buys in 
smaller quantities.

National Newspaper Week 
October 5-11 | 


Next week, newspapers will 
hold the spotlight of weekly 
observances. National 
Newspaper Week begins Oct. 5 
and continues through Oct. 11. 
This newspaper business has 
been around for many, many 
centuries, Fact is, a bit of 
research, on our part, reveals 
the fact that in 30 B.C. there 
existed a newspaper and Julius 
Caesar was its founder. It was 
he who introduced the daily 
publication of the news of the 
Roman Senate and the people. 

The “Acts of the Senate” 
were reported by trained 
writers and these facts were 
revised and edited by a senator 
appointed for this purpose. 
Emperor Augustus, however, 
who reigned in Rome, 
discouraged the publication of 
the Senatorial Acts - - but 
encouraged the printing of 
news of general interest. So 
much - for “away back 
when”. 

In this age of modern IBM 
machinery it is hard to 
visualize the tasks assigned the 
Roman slaves when copying 
large editions of manuscripts, 
However, with slave labor 
manuscripts were produced at 
about 12 cents in United States 
coin which included the entire 
cost of production, material 
and labor, This period is a 
memorable one in the art of 
literature. 

Kenneth E. Olson of 
Chicago once wrote on the 
“‘now’’ and ‘“‘then” - of 
newspaper production and 
said: “Today you lay down ten 
cents for your home town 
news as a matter of habit 
expecting it to bring you the 
latest information on local, 
state and national happenings 
never giving a thought to how 
important this press is to you 
and your family. You never 
stop to think how much liberty 
and happiness is bound up in 
the fact that you can read this 


kind of a paper; you never stop 
to realize that today only in 
the United States and some 
parts of the British Empire can 
men and women read the news 
of their neighbors and of the 
world without the blighting 
touch of government control” - 
- etc. 

Now lets see what would 
happen should you be denied 
that right. You would no 
doubt soon realize that more 
and worse would be coming. 
You would know that soon 
your spare time would not be 
your own, that at any time you 
could be called out to a party 
meeting or to a parade before 
the local or national ruler, with 
terrific penalties imposed if 
you failed to obey that 
summons, You would likely 
know that you could no longer 
swap ideas with your neighbor 
without letting yourself in for 
trouble with the secret police. 
You would know that you 
would soon have no individual 
rights at all - you would be but 
the slave of a dictator’s state. 

Some of you may realize 
these things vaguely but few of 
us ever stop to think the 
newspaper we take so much 
for granted is the keystone of 
the liberties of all individuals. 
Once this free press of ours is 
muzzled it will be the signal for 
the suppression and 
persecution of religion, of the 
right to belong to a union, or 
the right to speak our minds. 

Where the press is free it can 
function as a protector of the 
rights of our people and of our 
free democratic institutions. 
Where the press is enslaved 
these rights of the individual 
and the free democratic 
institutions which Americans 
hold so dear, soon disappear. 

So, it might be well during 
next week - - National 
Newspaper Week - - for all of 
us to think on these things, and 
guard against anything that

UM reopens door to former teachers 


The University of 
Montevallo is reopening the 
professional door for some 22 
former teachers, and at the 
same time laying the 
groundwork of an imaginative 
program designed to ease the 
critical shortage of qualified 
elementary school teachers, 

The project, conducted 

hrough the Education 
Professional Development Act, 


is a joint effort between the U, 
of M. college of education and 
the school systems 
Birmingham, Jefferson County, 
Shelby County and Selma. 

Its objective is to attract 
former teachers who have been 
out of the teaching field for at 
least one year, bring them up 
to date professionally, and 
requalify them for an 
elementary school teaching 


of 


post -- in one semester! 

The pilot program was 
launched with 22 participants 
chosen from among hundreds 
of applications in each of the 
four cooperating school 
systems. 

Project participants range in 

from the mid-twenties to 
early fifties. With one 
exception they all hold 
bachelor’s degrees - - but in a 


age 


Fifteen minutes after the 
polls closed Tuesday it was 
apparent the proposed one 
cent county gasoline tax was

The first returns to come in 
showed a lop-sided negative 
vote.

Surprisingly, some of the 
areas which depend on county 
roads the most showed the 
biggest percentage of sentiment 
against the tax. Pea Ridge, for 
example, voted the proposal 
down by 108 to 3. Dogwood 


turned it down 65 to 12 and 
Sterrett voted 18 to 5 against 
the tax. 

Only two boxes returned a 
favorable vote. Columbiana’s

Box 3 went 82 to 57 in favor 
of the proposal and the Blue 
Springs community, home of 
Board of Revenue member, 
Hoyt Blalock, voted 32 to 3] 
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in favor of it, 

In Montevallo, voters were 
two to one against the levy and 
Vincent showed more than a 
three to one negative vote.

Subject matter covers 
everything from the proverbial 
three R’s to the history and 
philosophy of education, 
educational psychology and 
sociology and a lengthy list of 
related subjects. Total 
classroom participation time is 
240 hours. 

Add to this the regularly 
scheduled conferences, 
seminars, field trips and eight 
weeks of practice teaching, and 
the truly imensive nature of 
the program comes to light. 

How are paticipants, so 
long removed from the 
classroom as either teacher or 


student, taking to the 
reactiviation program? 
Very well, in fact 


surprisingly well, according to 
EDPA associate director Mrs, 
Nell Malone. They were a bit 
shakey during the first week, 
she said, but they soon 
regained their self-confidence 
and became oriented to the 
program, 

She noted that they are all 
better - than - average students, 
a fact borne our by their 
present performance level as 
well as by the undergraduate 
transcripts. She added that 
they come from widely varying 
backgrounds, they have a great

$1,595,120.50 budget for year 


A county budget totaling 
$1,595,102.50 was adopted by 
the Board of Revenue Monday 
morning. The budget is for the 
fiscal year Oct. 1, 1969 to 
September 30, 1970. 

The sum of $622,502.50 is 
allocated from the general fund 
and $972,600.00 is budgeted 
from the combined gasoline 
fund, road and bridge fund and 
the public highway and traffic 


from the general fund are: 
Board of Revenue, $33,000; 
operations within courthouse, 
$37,000; operations of courts, 
$50,400; operation of jail, 
$17,400; operation of the 
sheriff's department $95,000; 
farm extension program 
$20,400; repayment of bank 
notes, $50,000; employee 
retirement program $50,000; 
state forestry service $16,200 


plus $8,000 for the cost of a 
new building to serve as garage 
and headquarters for forestry 
personnel and as a storage area 
for county voting machines; 
county health department 
$26,576; elections $9,700; 
county library board $20,225; 
garage disposal program, 
$10,000; and _ surplus 
commodity program $11,300.

budget year was $19,000 in the 
Road and Bridge Fund, 
$22,700 to be received from 
the state highway department 
for work done by the county 
under contract with the state, 
and $13,800 in the Gasoline 
Fund plus $53,000 in gasoline 


tax received in October but 
credited as a _ receipt in 
1968-69.

1969-70 budget will provide a 
surplus for emergencies that 
might also be carried forward 
to the next year.

Henry Emfinger authors book 


on his hometown of Aldrich 


By Marcia M. Sears 
Truman Aldrich “knew as 
much about practical coal 
mining as a horse about holy 
water” when he leased the 
famous Montevallo coal mines 
in 1873. 


Yet in two years he 
scornered the Alabama coal 
market, drove out imported 
English coal and was netting 
for himself $10,000 per year. 

He and his brother William 
F. Aldrich raised production 
from 6,000 tons in 1873 to 
40,000 tons in i909, 


Fascinating 2necdotes like 
these appear throughout a 
recently compiled book, “The 
Story of My Hometown, 
Aldrich, Alabama”, by Henry 
A. Emfinger. 


The book is a valuable 
contribution to the history of 
Shelby County, and should be 
on the bookshelf of every 
home, 

Familiar names in modern 
Shelby County as well as 
historic names dot the book as 
Emfinger spins out the story of 
Aldrich from its beginning in 
1849 to the present day. 

The mine was the central 
force in Aldrich until 1942 and 
Emfinger tells of the operation 
run there by W.S. Lovell, 
Henry Bedham and Durias 


Thomas, after the Aldriches 
sold, 

Mine superintendents and 
foremen he mentions are 
Charles Robins, Pleasant Shaw, 
William Hays, B.C. Moore, J. 
Dollar, A. H. Watson, Bill 
Lacey, C.1I. Bennet and Bill 
Coats. 

Pictures of early buildings 
appear throughout the book 
and the class of 1901 at the 
grammar school is shown. 

For the author, compiling 
the information that led to 
publication was a labor he 
began in 1954 while a student 
at Montevallo High School. 

He dedicates the book to 
the memory of Mr. Emmett 
Shaw, postmaster and lifelong 
resident of Aldrich, who once 
asked him, “Bunk, why don’t 
you write a book about 
Aldrich?” to Mrs, Josephine 
Aldrich Harris and “the 
wonderful people and my 
lifelong friends who still live in 
my hometown, Aldrich, 
Alabama.” 

Emfinger researched for the 
book during the ensuing years 
while he studied at Samford 
University and Alabama 
College, (U.M.) and between 
tours of duty with the U.S. 
Air Force in Lackland AFB, 
Itazuke AB, Japan; Loring 
AFB, Maine; Robins AFB, Ga.;

The book was privately 
printed and is now available 
from the author who lives at 
1512 Copley Drive, Sumpter, 
S.C. 29150, where he is 
currently stationed, 


The author moved to 
Aldrich in 1942 at the age of 
seven, by his own account, and 
witnessed first hand the 
changing of the community 
from a major mining center to 
a residential community. His 
affection for his home town is 
apparent in the sensitive 
manner in which he writes 
about the persons and events 
that figure in Aldrich’s history. 

The book is significant not 
only for the descendants of 
Aldrich residgnts, but also for 
its contribution to the telling 
of early Alabama political, 


church and mining life. 


W. F. Aldrich was elected to 
Congress three times as a 
Republican from Shelby 
County, and each time had to 
contest the election, because 
the Democrats falsified the 
election returns, Emfinger 
includes several pages from the 
Congressional Record of 1896 


which show the political 
problems of the day.

Vocational school 
approved for county

The much-needed 
vocational high school for 
Shelby County has been 
approved for funding through 
the Appalachia program of the 
federal government. 

The sum of $600,000 has 
been allocated by Appalachia 
for construction and 
equipment in the school, 
Construction of the school will 
now depend upon the county’s 
raising $150,000 as its share of 
the costs. 

Once in operation, the 
federal government will pay for 
all teachers and administrative 
personnel at an estimated cost 
of $150,000 to $200,000 


Local sources will 
have to furnish only the 
transportation of students, 
clerical help, maintenance and 
utilities at an estimated cost of 
$20,000 annually. 

Several Alabama counties 
have such schools. Their 
purpose is to give students two 
years of training in some trade 
or occupation while they 
complete their required 
academic work in high school, 
Students would attend regular 
high school one-half day and 
trade school one-half day.

Dr. Nolen shot by burglars- 


‘They're robbing the drugstore’

It may be awhile before Dr. 
Percy Nolen again rushes out 
of his home to perform a 
useful public service. 

For his efforts in foiling a 
drug store robbery in Helena 
Sunday morning he is in 
Shelby Memorial recovering 
from surgery that removed 
buckshot from his face. 

Dr. Nolen’s home is in his 
medical clinic across and up 
the street about 25 yards from 
Helena Drug. He told the 
Reporter that just after three 
a, m, he heard glass shattering. 
His wife looked out the 
window and said, “They’re 
robbing the drugstore.” 

Dr. Nolen said, “Il grabbed 
my 38, ran outside and fired a 
shot, hoping to scare them 
away.” He assumed they would 
be amateurs and be frightened 
by the shot, Instead, the two 
robbers were prison escapees 
with criminal histories. 

Nolen said he stood behind 
a telephone pole and heard one 
of them say, “Shoot him.” 
About a minute later they fired 
a shotgun. Dr. Nolen was hit in 
the forehead and the wound 
required six to eight sutures, 
Another bit of buckshot 
entered his nostril and upper 
jaw bone and came out above 
his ear. 

At this point, Dr. Nolen 
realized he would need medical 
assistance, so he went back 
into his house and his wife

called the hospital and police, 
then drove him to Shelby 
Memorial. 

Nolen makes one concession 
to the robbers. He says, “They 
could have shot me down if 
they had wanted to” when he 
walked from the telephone 
pole back to the house, but he 
says they did not fire a second 
shot. 


Law enforcement officials 
from all over the county 
rushed to assist the Helena 


Police Sunday morning in 
tracking down the men who 
broke into the Helena Drug. 

Bloodhounds from’ Kilby 
quickly picked up the scent of 
the men from the car they left 
in front of the store. 

Lavonne Hodges, 23, of 
Headland, and Tullie Gene 
Carr, 28, of Ozark, both prison 
escapees, left their stolen car 
and ran down the L & N tracks

toward Pelham after Dr. Percy 
Nolen surprised them. 

They had smashed a front 
window at the drugstore and 
removed the safe, containing 
narcotics, The car contained 
several guns and a chest full of 
narcotics believed stolen from 
a Midland City drugstore. 

The sheriff's department 
directed the chase, stationing 
men at various points ahead of 
the dogs. The lead dog was 
killed when hit by a train. Billy 
Hinds of Helena, who tried to 
flag the train, told the 
Reporter, “I felt so bad about 
that dog, killed doing his duty, 
that I went back later and 
buried him.” 

Hodges and Carr apparently 
followed the tracks to a point 
near the Alabaster housing 
project.

Keeping the 80 buses in 
condition to make their daily 
runs (almost the equivalent of 
a New York to San Francisco 
drive) is McClure’s 
responsibility, and he takes it 
very seriously. 

Approximately 6,500 
students are transported each 
school day as the buses weave 
their way along the mountain 
curves near Vandiver to the 
relatively flat areas near Calera, 

McClure has the highest 
praise for the 18 women who 
are employed as bus drivers 
this year. He says they do an 
excellent job and he hopes to 
increase their number as time 
goes on, 

The cost of operating the 
school buses averages 16 cents 
per child per day, McClure 
said, 

The safety record of the 
Shelby County system is good, 
A fatality three years ago is the 
only one in the past 18 or 20 
years.

Hay producing, catfish farming 
replace cattle on Calera farm 


By Lee Stevens 
Catfish farming and 
producing hay for the market 
is the program being developed 
by Sidney M. Bird Jr. on his 
195 acre farm South of Calera. 
The farm had previously 
been used for a commercial 
beef cattle operation. Bird 
estimated its grazing capacity 
at approximately five acres to 
an animal unit. 

“His farm is one of the few 
in the county where 
topography of the land is 
favorable for impoundment of 
water at a minimal surface acre 
cost’’, explained Soil 
Conservation Service District 
Conservationist John Murrow 

Murrow assisted in revising a 
conservation plan that was 
worked out by a former farm 
owner W.L. Capps and SCS 
Unit Conservationist B. F. 
“Hap” Hatchett over a quarter 
of a century ago. 

“We have built four new 
ponds, renovated a fifth and 
are taking a closer look at three 
more possible pond 

ations.”’, Bird explained. 

The ponds, also slated for 
livestock water and irrigation 
use, are from two to four 
surface acres in size and a 
minimum of six to a maximum 
of eight feet in depth. 

One of the ponds was 
started in early August of this 
year with 2,500 catfish 
fingerlings three to five inches 
in length. A_ test in early 
September indicated that the 
fish had reached an 
approximate 1/16 pound 
weight and the estimated total 
weight gain in the 31 days was 
302 pounds. Approximately 
300 pounds commercial fish 
food had been used. 

One of the ponds is planned 
for game fish and for a basket 
fish production study, Bird 
explained, 

Bird’s hay program includes 
20 acres Costal Bermudagrass 


qIAPAD 


on higher terrain. Established 
in 1968, the Bermudagrass was 
fertilized at rates according to 
Auburn University 
recommendations. He has also 
established 35 acres Bahia grass 
and 30 acres Fescue. 

“With fertilization and 
favorable moisture, we hope 
for a five ton per acre upward 
yearly yield on the Bermuda 
grass and Bahia grass and a 
three to five ton per acre yield 
from the fescue’’, Bird 
explained. Good quality grass 
and Fescue hay has been selling 
for $30 per ton upward. The 
three grasses will provide an 
extended hay season starting 
with fescue in late April and 
finishing with another Fesuce 


cutting in October and 


November. 


*“*County Extension 
Chairman, Buck Clark, and 
Associate Extension Chairman, 
Joel Thompson, assisted in 
working out plans for the hay 
program and have advised us 
on the fish program”, Bird 
explained. ACP cost sharing 
practices provided assistance 
only in carrying out 
conservation practices 
including building ponds used 
for stock water, irrigation, and 
water conservation as well as 
liming and fertilization in 
establishing permanent type 
grasses. ASCS Office Manager 
Oland Smith said. 


Highway mileposts 


planned for county 


Following the successful 
pilot project in Mobile and 
Baldwin Counties of the 
installation of mileposts, the 
Alabama Highway Department 
recently received bids for 
completion of this safety 
feature throughout the state. 

The mileposts, white 
numerals on green background, 
will be placed on all state 
highways, as part of a 
nationwide program, under the 
Federal Highway Safety Act of 
1966. The signs will be erected 
two feet off the road shoulder; 
and the U-channel posts will 
cause minimum damage if 
struck by moving vehicles. 
Beginning from the south and 
moving north, and from the 
west and moving east, 
highways will be marked every 
mile, The numbered signs will 
indicate the distance a motorist 
is from the beginning of a 
particular highway, from its 
southernmost or westernmost 
extremity. 

Newly-appointed Highway 


Director, Marion Wilkins, in 
announcing the receipt of bids, 
said, “The mileposts will be of 
immeasurable assistance, not 
only to the motorist, but to 
law enforcement authorities 
and those seeking to render 
medical aid in case of an 
accident. They will furnish a 
ready reference as to the exact 
location of an accident or 
other need for assistance. In 
addition, they will aid 
motorists unfamiliar with a 
particular area, in receiving 
directions as they travel 
throughout Alabama.” 

Alabama is one of the first 
states to participate in this 
program, financing for which is 
being provided by state 
highway funds and federal 
highway safety funds, on a 
50-50 basis. 

In the fourth division, 
which consists of Shelby, and 
nine other east-central 
Alabama counties, the cost for 
installing the signs will be 
$14,479, 20.

in book form 


published 


The University of 
Montevallo marked publication 
of its history in book form - - 
“Alabama College, 1896-1969” 
- - in ceremonies at the 
Montevallo campus. 

Dr. Lucille Griffith, 
chairman of the U. of M. social 
sciences department and 
author of the 300-page volume, 
was honored at an autograph 
party held in conjunction with 
the season’s first faculty tea. 

Arranged in eight chapters, 
the book includes details of the 
institution from its founding in 
the 1890's right up to last 


month's transition to 
university status. 
The account actually 


precedes the school’s opening, 
beginning with a narration of 
social, political and economic 
factors that produced AC 
“A great institution is born of 
its time, There must be a need, 
a demand, that brings it forth.” 
Other chapters deal with the 
many facets of AC’s birth, 
growth and development, and 


particularly with the 
personalities so closely 
connected with its past and 


present. 

Changes in the institution's 
face and nature are recorded 
from the first page “The 
school that opened that day 
(Oct. 12, 1896) was not 
Alabama College; in fact, it was 
not a college at all, but an 
elementary and high school. It 
had been christened Alabama 
Girls’ Industrial School.” 

The school’s purpose, Dr 
Griffith noted, was to “give 
industrial and technical 
training to the girls of the state 
so that they might carn their 


own living.” It is further 
recorded that legislators “were 
creating a new” kind of 
educational institution that 
would give to the daughters of 
the state the same kind of 
training their brothers were 
getting at the Alabama 


Polytechnic Institute at 
Auburn,” 

Chapter two, entitled 
“Founders’ Day, 1896," 
that AC was born in exciting 
times: William Jennings Bryan 
wus running against William 
McKinley for President and 
Bryan had stirred the nation 
with his “Cross of Gold” 
speech.

face county educators 


How to raise $150,000 for a 
vocational high school and how 
to plan for the complete 
desegregation of the schools 
are the issues occupying the 
time of county school leaders 
this week, 

The Board of Education 
requested the Board of 
Revenue to allow the people to 
vote on a one mill property tax 
as a means of raising the local 
money for the vocational 
school. 

Petitions containing far 
more than the required 200 
Signatures were presented at 
the Board of Revenue’s 
meeting on Oct. 27. The text 
of the bill to be voted on in the 
December 9 election is 
appearing in four consecutive 
issues of the Reporter. 

According to 


Superintendent Elvin Hill, the 
Board felt that a one mill tax 


would be the best way to raise 
the money needed to match 
the $600,000 available from 
the Appalachia program for the 
vocational school. 

Under a 1961 state law, any 


county can raise up to five 
mills on property for 
educational purposes if the 


people vote to do so. Shelby 
County voted to raise four 
mills several years ago. This 
sum is committed to pay for 
the extensive school building 
program the county has 
undertaken in recent years, 
Hill said that the bill to be 
voted on for the additional one 
mill does not refer to 
‘vocational high, school” as 
such, because of the law. Had 
those words been inserted, it 
would have been necessary for 
the legislature to approve the 
bill.

Heart of Dixie

The twang of the bow string will be joined by the 
kaboom of shotguns Friday as the gun deer season opens in 
Shelby County. 

Gun hunters will have to sight in on bucks only, but 
the bow hunter will have a choice of either bucks or does 
provided he has a special permit and tag for the female 
deer, 

The limit is one buck per day. 


I plan to be out at the crack of dawn Saturday 
morning with those three worn shells of buck shot in the 
gun. Last Saturday morning was my kind of day for deer 
hunting. I like those wet mornings with an over cast for 
stalk hunting, If my usual luck holds out it will probably be 
dry as a powder house and the deer will hear me coming a 
mile away on opening day, 

Turkey season also opens Friday in Shelby County. 
Both deer and turkey season will close on January 12, 


Goose season opened Monday in Alabama. Prospects 
of killing a goose in Shelby County are rather slim; 
however, we had reports last year that some geese were seen 

4 on Lay Lake. If your mind is set on killing a goose, regular 
hunting along Lay Lake may pay off. Migration of geese 
depends on the cold weather up north, and one of those 
freezing cold mornings just might bring a goose within 
range, 

Duck season opens on December 17 and there are 
usually a good many ducks along the Coosa River. Late 
afternoon is the best time to locate a good place for duck 
hunting. Ducks come swarming in to roost just before dark 
and a return to the same spot early the next morning often 
pays off. If you find more ducks than you can handle, give 
me a call and I will be glad to join you some morning. 


Remember, you must have a duck stamp attached to 
your hunting license when hunting ducks or geese. The 
duck stamps are $3 each and can be purchased at any post 
office.

Department regularly offers a 
great variety of health services. 

Many persons are not aware 
of these services, some of 
which date back to legislation 
that was passed decades ago to 
provide for the health and well 
being of the people. 

Maternity care, both 
pre-natal and post-natal, is one 
of the very important services 


offered at the Health 
Department. 

Services are not confined to 
the indigent, although the 


present staff is very busy and 
prefers that people use private 
doctors if at all possible. 
Smallpox, polio, diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus 
have become almost unknown 
diseases in the United States 


through the work and 
continuing vigilance of the 
U, S. Public Health Service.

Four-legged bombs graze 
Shelby County pastures 


(Editor's note: We try to print 
articles of wide general 
interest. The following deals 
specifically with safety 
problems in the dairy industry 
and presumably the dairymen 
of Shelby County already 
know about them. However, 
the National Safety Council 
has written in such an amusing 
manner, we print it in the hope 
that people who never get 
closer to the dairy industry 
than picking up milk in paper 
cartons on their doorstep will 
enjoy reading about it.) 


Everyone knows about the 
incendiary tendencies of Mrs, 
O’Leary’s cow as a result of the 
great Chicago fire, 

4 Few, however, know that 
bovines are four-legged bombs. 


To be more precise - - and as 
delicate as possible - - a certain 
by-product of the dairy 
industry produces no less than 
four gases, at least one of 
which is highly explosive. 


Now, most persons might 
find this to be an esoteric - - 
perhaps almost non- existent - - 
problem. 


Not so, says W. J. Fletcher 
of the National Safety 
Council’s Farm department. 

Gases from manure pits, 
Fletcher says, have caused both 
human and animal deaths.

In fact, an explosion caused 
by one of these gases - - 
methane - - is known to have 
literally lifted a dairy barn 
from its faoundations. 


Fletcher - - who was born 
and raised in farm country - - 
says that in the good old days 
the only safety precaution 
necessary with manure was to 
watch your step. 


Urban sprawl and a labor 


shortage, Fletcher says, have- 


changed all that. 


Today’s farmer, he says, 
relies more and more on 
confinement feeding - - that is, 
you keep the cows in the barn - 
- and the pit storage of manure. 


The manure, he explains, 
drops through slots in the barn 
floor directly into storage pits 
below. 


Disposal is not required for 
several months, which helps to 
drastically cut labor costs, 


All this would seem like 
progress, particularly to 
anyone who has ever had to 
shovel manure with a pitch 
fork. 


Unfortunately, however, 
potentially hazardous gases - - 
primarily ammonia, carbon 
dioxide, methane and 
hydrogen sulphide - - can, and 
frequently do, build up to

Some of these gases, 
particularly hydrogen sulphide, 
are poisonous, and, among 
other things, Fletcher advises 
persons working in or around 
manure pits to use - - are you 
ready for this? 
self-contained air breathing 
apparatus, the same SCUBA 
equipment as used by 
underwater sports enthusiasts. 

The situation might seem 
humorous, Fletcher says, but 
when you consider the hazards 
of each of the major gases 
involved you begin to realize 
the situation isn’t particularly 
funny:

Ammonia, lighter than air, 
is highly irritating and 
absorbed readily in water but is 
easily removed by ventilation. 

Carbon dioxide, heavier 
than air, is not detectable by 
smell, but a tankful of it will 
suffocate a person if he stays in 
the area, passing out before he 
knows what’s wrong. 

Methane also causes 
suffocation but usually rises 
and escapes a building even 
without ventilation. It is 
explosive and can cause 
considerable damage if ignited, 

Hydrogen sulphide has a 
rotten egg smell and is 
poisonous, As little as 500 
parts per million will restrict 
breathing and may make 
artificial respiration necessary. 

Levels as high as 800 parts 
per million of hydrogen 
sulphide have been measured at 
slat level over a manure pit. It 
is heavier than air and almsot 
always present over a manure 
pit. 

Hydrogen sulphide tends to 
paralyze the diaphragm, 

Fletcher says any closed 
space may be gas-suspect - - silo 
pits, septic tanks, even well pits 
and warns that agitation of 
pit contents will release large

4 We wouldn’t know this fact if it had not been for one 
of Wilsonville’s BB gun sharp shooters, Keith Wilder who 

' lives out on Route 1, Wilsonville. 

; One afternoon in early February, Keith went hunting 

in the pasture behind his house and bagged a cowbird. He 

examined the bird and found a tag attached to the bird’s 

leg. 

John Jones, extension farm agent, assisted Keith in 
reporting the banded bird and recently they received 
? information about the bird from the U. S. Department of 

Interior. 
" Keith’s bird was banded near Mitchell Bay, Ontario, 
on July 16, 1967 by Dr. M. I. Dyer of Sandusky, Ohio. The 
| bird was estimated to be two years old when banded. 

According to the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, the 
federal department which directs the bird banding 
operation, the band recoveries provide valuable information 
On migration routes, mortality and other subjects important 
in the conservation of migratory birds. Through banding of 
) birds we learn many facts about the behaviour and life 
j on of over 800 kinds of North American birds, 

ccording to the U. S. Wildlife Service. 

Many of the North American birds migrate as far as 

? Siberia, Japan and Africa, recovered bands have indicated. 
fy) «© One Pintail duck banded in Canada was taken in England 
18 days later. 

Banding has revealed that most birds live less than 
two years. However, a Caspian Tern was recovered 26 years 
after banding, a Blue Martin, 14 years and a Blue Jay and 
Chimney Swift, 13 years after banding. Several Mallards 
and Pintails have survived 20 years. Banding has indicated 
that Albatrosses continue to breed at an age of at least 30 
years, 

The wildlife service reports that over 19 million birds 
have been banded and a million or more are being added 
each year, 

Keith’s male Brown Head Cowbird is one of more 
than a million birds that have been recovered and being 
studied by the wildlife service.

Our National expenditures 
for health and medical care 
continue to clinb at a rate 
more than 12 percent and the 
total now tops $50 billion a 
year, The biggest parts are 
hospital costs which account 
for 42 percent of the total and

23 percent. Less important are 
the other factors: dental care, 
eye glasses, drugs, nursing 
home care and appliances. 
These amount to the remaining 
35 percent of the total. 

Crux of the hospital 
problem is a daily cost per 
patient above $56 on the 
average and beyond $100 a day 
in some institutions. Greatest 
savings will come either from 
keeping people out of the 
hospital altogether or from 
earlier discharge. The question 
revolves around how to do 
either of these without 
decreasing the quality of care. 
On both, there are encouraging 
developments: 


Blue Cross is giving close 
study to the provision of 
diagnostic services without the 
need to admit the patient to 
the hospital. A balance has to 
be found between savings from 
keeping the patient out of bed 
versus a possible increase in 
demand for diagnostic services. 

As usual, the physician will 
make the decision on amount 
of service demanded and can 
make or break the success of 
the proposal. If only one 
person in fifty could be 
handled as an _ outpatient, 
hospital admissions would be 
decreased more than half a 
million a year and more than 
$50 million could be saved. 

Even more dramatic, 
current studies indicate that 
nearly one-sixth of hospital 
patients are medically 
dischargable on any given day

but are not sent home because 
there is no one to tend to the 
usual chores of fixing the meals 
and keeping the household 
running. At hourly rates of 
$2.50 for a homemaker, an 
eight-hour day costs $20 
against the $56 hospital day. A 
national saving of $4 million a 
day is available with the bonus 
of creating more than 200,000 
paying jobs for both men and 
women if homemaker services 
were increased. 

Against the hospital daily 
average cost of $56 a day, 
nursing home care is just under 
half as much. While there has 
been a boom in nursing home 
construction, the nation 
appears still about 175,000 
beds short of its need. If these 
could be built at maximum 
speed, a daily saving of more 
than $4 million could be made. 

The federal government has 
just ordered that patients 


hospitalized under government 


programs be rechecked for the 
possibility of discharge two 
days earlier than has been the 
case. A potential saving of 
nearly 15 percent exists in 
relation to patients covered by 
these programs. 

To be able to send patients 
home with reasonable 
homemaking services available 
and to release patients a day or 
two earlier would take some of 
the heat off the need to build 
new beds which are expected 
to cost more than $50,000 
each before 1975. 

Two other straightforward 
efforts are being made that 
would further reduce the 
demand for hospital care: 

Last year, there were more 
than 71,500 children under 
five years of age involved in 
accidental poisonings, Drug 
products, cleaning agents, paint 
products and pesticides were 
the most frequently involved 
agents. Most of the 71,500 
children wound up in hospitals 
for varying lengths of time. 
Study in Tacoma, Washington, 
showed that by putting safety 
closures on drug products the 
accident rate was reduced from 
58 poisonings among 12,000 
children to only 5 among a 
slightly larger number. 

And, efforts to involve some 
40 million children in 
vaccination against German 
measeles may reduce the 
demand for medical care. In 
the epidemic of 1964-65, 
there were more than 12,5 
million cases of that disease. 
These led to 5,000 therapeutic 
abortions; 20,000 infants 
suffering some type of 
congenital effect; 2,000 infant 
deaths; the financial cost was 
more than $1 billion. 

The overall prospect is that 
we have many different means 
to make substantial reductions 
in hospital costs without 
reducing the quality of care for 
those who need it.

Nowadays, the sour cream that 
has swept American in popular 
ity is a lower fat product than 
the old, and velvety smooth, 
dependable and glamorous, To 
day's dairy sour cream (and in 
many markets, a new product 
called sour half-and-half is also 
available) appeals to homemak- 
ers, career girls and masculine 
chefs alike. It is enjoyed at home 
and also is one of the delicacies 
of eating out. What business 
man, after all, has not almost 
regularly had sour cream on his 
baked potato 

Other Uses 

Well, sour cream is also de 
licious floating on chilled tomato 
juice, or as a topping on choco 
late ice cream. It also graces 
salads and adds tang to meats,

a few of the goals of a group of farsighted 
men who have conceived, and are plan- 
ning to construct America’s first “Experi- 
mental City.” 

Among those innovations planned for 
the Experimental City is a transportation 
system that would eliminate all automo- 
biles within the city limits. Inner-city 
travel would be by motorless, driverless, 
noiseless, semi-private pods computer- 
controlled so passengers would travel 
non-stop to their destinations. Moving 
sidewalks, moving platforms and other wheelless systems may

The Experimental City would be made pollution-free b 
utility tunnels carrying away liquid and gaseous wastes, as well 
us many solids, to processing plants where much of the 
material would be reclaimed. 

All the latest communications technologies would be de- 
signed and built into the city, its substructure wired with 
coaxial cables to every point where an outlet for video-phones, 
computers, facsimile machines or any other electric or 
electronic utilities might be needed.

Columbiana, Alabama 
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Fizz biz booms 


in Shelby 


The bubble, sparkle and fizz 
business is setting new records 
in Shelby County. 

The amount of soda pop 
being consumed is at an 
all-time high, So is the amount 
of money being spent in that 
direction. 


According to the latest 
figures, it is estimated that 
local residents are drinking 
such beverages at the rate of 
349 eight-ounce bottles a year 
per person. 

Elsewhere in the United 
States, the average is 331 per 
capita, 

In the past year it added up 
to a total of 12,145,000 
bottles for the local population 
as a whole. And this was 
exclusive of bulk drinks sold at 
soda fountains and 
lunchrooms, 

By way of comparison, it 
was considerably more than 
was downed in the area ten 
years ago. The total at that 
time was 6,087,000 bottles. 

The increase, a hefty 100 
percent, was greater than in 
many sections of the country. 


The figures for the local 
area were developed from data 
released by the Department of 
Commerce and by the soft 
drink industry. They show the 


County 


rate of consumption nationally 
and in each regional area, 

The reports reveal that soda 
pop consumption varies along 
geographic lines, People living 
in the southern part of the 
country, where temperatures 
are generally higher 
year-round, drink much more, 
on average, than those in the 
north. 


In the matter of flavor, too, 
regional preferences are quite 
marked. In the northeast, 
cola-type beverages represent 
about 40 percent of the 
demand, with ginger ale, root 
beer, citrus drinks and the like 
making up the remainder. 

In the south, by way of 
contrast, some 70 percent of 
the calls are for cola drinks. 


An idea of the amount ol 
money that goes for soda pop 
in Shelby County is indicated 
by the figures. They show that 
local residents spent an 
estimated $1,287,000 for such 
beverages in the past year. Ten 
years ago it was 4487,000. 


Nationally, the outlay for 
the 66 billion bottles of pop 
consumed in the past year 
came to a cool $7 billion. 
Teenagers and those in their 
early 20's were the biggest 
users.

Under current law, 
according to Neil R. Smart, 
Manager, Montgomery VA

widows of wartime veterans 
who have died of causes not 
related to their service are 
eligible if their income is no 
more than $2,000 or if they 
have no children, and no more 
than $3,200 if they do. 


If a widow does not qualify 
for a pension because of a 
higher income or because she 
remarries, her children may 
still be eligible to receive 
pensions,

Unemployment 
claims drop 


New claims for 
unemployment compensation 
in September dropped to a 
three-year low for that month, 


reports the Alabama 
Department of Industrial 
Relations. 

According to the industrial 
relations survey, such claims 
were down by more than 6 
percent from the previous 


month and about 10 percent 
from September of last year. 

At the same time, total 
unemployement covered by 
the compensation program 
declined and measured 1,7 
percent of the insured jobless 
total. This level is below the 
1.8 percent reported in August 
and the 2,3 percent at the same 
time of the previous year. 

Total benefit payments 
from the unemployment 
‘insurance trust fund during 
September were in excess of 
$1.3 million, and some 
$276,000 less than for the 
same time a year ago. Benefit 
payments were made to 13,185 
claimants and averaged $35.30 
per week. 

Payments to women 
declined substantially over the 


month. The major decreases 
were from claimants in factory 
work and trade establish- 
ments 


Payments to men also were 
down from August.

Drainage ditch adds 19 acres 
of grazing land to Crim farm 


By Lee Stevens 
A drainage ditch to 
eliminate flood water standing 
on land is adding 
approximately 10 acres pasture 
land to C,R. Crim’s farming 
operation... ACP  cost-share 
payment pays approximately 
50 percent of the cost of 
constructing the drainage 

ditch. 


Crim owns a 315 acre farm 
near the Shelby County 
Airport. He is in the process of 
developing pastures on the 
farm. ‘What looks particularly 
promising at this time is 
pasturing horses for people in 
the Birmingham area,” he said. 


To provide grass best suited 
for the horses, Crim has 
changed his pasture program, 
According to a Soil 
Conservation Service plan 
developed by District 
Conservationist John Murrow 
and others of the -soil 
conservation office, he is using 
a mixture of Dallis grass, Bahia 
grass, fescue, and orchard grass. 


Crim is now providing 
pasture for 10 to 12 horses, 
however he sees possibility of 
increasing this number. Pasture 
rental is approximately $10 per 
month for pasture only. When 
stall fees and feed are involved, 
charges can go up to as much 
as $50 per month per animal. 

Fertilization of the pastures 
increases forage yield. 


Fertilizers are applied at 
seeding time and annually for 
maintenance according to soil 
needs. 


Livestock water ponds have 
been built on the farm over a 
period of years starting some 
10 years ago. ACP cost share 
assistance has been provided in 
building ponds for stock water 
and for pasture development 
where applicable, according to 
Shelby County ASC Office 
‘Manager Oland Smith. 


Fee fishing in one of the 
ponds built from: personal 
funds has provided income on 
the Crim farm. The pond was 
stocked with bass, bream and 
channel catfish approximately 
five years ago.

128-57 in secret vote 


In a secret ballot election 
conducted by the National 
Labor Relations Board in 
Columbiana, on November 14, 
the United Textile Workers’ 
Union, AFL-CIO, was 
overwhelmingly rejected by 
employees of the Columbiana 
plant of the Elastic 
Corporation of America. 

The vote was 128 against 
the union and 57 in favor of 
the union. 

There were eight challenged 
ballots, all challenged by the 
union, 

The secret ballot election 
climaxed a long and heated 
campaign which resulted in 
numerous vcharges and 
counter-charges being filed by 
the company and the union 
against one another in the 
courts and with the National 
Labor Relations Board. 

During the campaign, the 
United Textile Workers’ Union 
attempted to get the company 
to recognize the union without 
having a secret ballot election. 
When the company refused to 
recognize the union, a strike 
was called on August 4, 1969, 
The strike received wide 
publicity. 

Joe Murray, President of the 
company, noted that on 
August 15, representatives of 
management and non-striking 
employees were held prisoners 
in the plant by strikers and 
others in sympathy with the 
strike, Several hundred persons 
surrounded the plant and 
threw rocks, bottles and other 
objects at those attempting to 
leave the plant, according to 
Murray. Murray said the union 
representative, Albert De loach 
told him the Union would let 


them out of the plant if the 
Company would recognize the 
Union, Murray stated that he 
refused such recognition and 
that it was late in the night 
before the employees could 
leave the plant, under police 
escort. 

As a result of unfair labor 
practice charges filed against 
the union by the company, the 
National Labor Relations 
Board found that the union 
had unlawfully engaged in mass 
picketing, threats, physical 
assaults on  non-striking 
employees and that entrances 
to the plant had been blocked 
during the strike. The National 


Labor Relations Board’s order 
was enforced by 
Court of Appeals. 
Joe Murray stated that the 
National Labor Relations 
Board had cleared the 
company of all charges filed by 
the union. Murray © stated, 
following the election, ‘We 
knew all along that the vast 
“majority of our employees 
would reject the union if they 
simply were given a chance to 
express their desires by secret 
ballot vote. Now that our 
employees have spoken on this 
important issue, the matter is 
settled. The thing that saddens 
me, however, is the fact that 


the U.S. 


some of our employees 
followed the leadership of this 
Union. Because of their 
involvement in misconduct 
during the strike, a number of 
them have lost their jobs, their 
savings, and the security they 
enjoyed in working for this 
Company”. 

The National Labor 
Relations Board election was 
supervised by Carlton Bryan 
from Birmingham, Alabama, 
the Union was represented by 
Eugene County, Decatur, 


Alabama, and the company 
was represented by the Law 
Firm of Constangy & Prowell 
of Atlanta, Georgia.

Soldier stationed in Vietnam 
writes home to Uncle George

Refreshing contrast to the 
highly vocal unscrubbed and 
shaggy peaconiks are letters I 
receive from my nephew Alan 
Swinhart, E03, now serving as 
a member of C B Team 0707 
(13 men) near the Cambodian 
border (Rach Gia and Kien 
Luong, of the Western 
Seaboard) of South Vietnam). 
This is his second tour of duty 
in Vietnam. From his latest 
letter here are excerpts: 

“We are still having heavy 
rains, so I can’t do any EO 
work (Heavy equipment 
operation), but have asked to 
go along on a bridge job to do 
the labor. For the last three 
days three of us (Seabees) have 
been digging holes for forms 
and mixing concrete along with 
the villagers who - - get more 
excited when they see us 
working hard to help them,” 

“All the help they give is 
free and volunteer. They need 
the bridge, and accumulated 
the money and help on their 
own.” 

“When we are trying to dig, 
or cut steel reinforcement for 
the forms, one or two men will 
come out of their shops and 
take the shovel or hacksaw 
away from us and do the work 
themselves.” 

‘All the concrete so far has 


been mixed by hand (for the ] 


75’ x 6° bridge). I have gotten 
used to the hard work again 
and am really enjoying it. Now 
we are filling 600 bags with 
sand (for a cofferdam).” 

“We got word tonight that 


we are the only team who is | 


not being harassed in the whole 


Delta area.” 

“All of these politicians who 
know all about V N (Vietnam) 
should see what the vacuum 
caused by the pullout is 
causing. Now the NVA and 
the VC are trying to get as 
many men into the delta as the 
Vietnamese government has. 
They are succeeding, thanks to 
the pullout. Even though the 
people are fighting better, this 
does not seem the time to pull 
out,” 

“What dopes we are to waste 
so many lives, then leave when 
we seem to be making some 
little progress.” 

“I get charged up everytime 
I think about the reporters and 
(other) men who say they have 
been to VN to see what it is 
like, when they have their ideas 
already on what they are going 
to report on - and they just 
want to say they have been 
here to substantiate — their 
report,”

Saturday he always leaves open 
to look after his herd of 
Hereford cattle, 

’ Mrs. Cooper says, “We are 
now processing as many 
animals as we can without 
getting more help”.

1 c sifted all-purpose flour _1 c firmly packed brown sugar 
2 t baking powder 1 c oats, uncooked 


1 t salt 1/3 c chopped nuts 

1/4 t soda 1 egg, beaten 

1/2 t cinnamon 1/4 c shortening, melted 
1/4 t ginger 1/3 c milk 

1/4 t cloves 1 c cooked pumpkin 


Heat oven to 350 degrees, Sift together flour, baking 
powder, salt, soda and spices into bowl. Stir in sugar, oats and 
nuts. Add egg, shortening and milk; stir just until dry 
ingredients are moistened, Blend in pumpkin.

Between the hours of 2:30 and 
5:30 county and municipal 
officials investigated a 
drowning on Lay Lake; a 
shooting incident near Calera 
and a grinding two car 
automobile crash just outside 
of Montevallo. 

The three unrelated 
incidents resulted in one death, 
the hospitalization of seven 
Shelby Countians and the total 
destruction of two late model 
automobiles. 

Eleven year old Darlene 
Weathers of Ensley drowned 
when she was fishing with her 
father in the Coosa River, near 
Shelby Shores boat landing. 
She apparently stood up in the 
boat and fell in the water at 
about 2 p.m. Her father made 


near collapse. 

According to Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Joe Roden, the search 
began at once and continued 
until about 4:30p.m., when 
the girl’s body was found, 
Neither she nor her father was 
wearing life preservers. 

Shelby County Civil 
Defense Director Homer 
Walton, said that civil defense 
units from Columbiana, 
Harpersville, Childersburg and 
Sylacauga answered the call for 
help in the recovery 
operations, Recovery was made 
by the Harpersville unit of 
Shelby County CD.

What is the cost of the Area Vocational Trade School? be for construction, maintenance, equipment, operation, 


By Elvin Hill 
Supt. of Education 

The Shelby County Board of Education has been 
approved for an Area Vocational School in Shelby County 
with 80% of the revenue coming from the Federal 
Government. Twenty-two systems in Alabama made 
application for funding under the program. Shelby County 
was one of the seven projects approved, In order for this 
program to be realized, the local board must appropriate 
the additional 20% of the funds to participate in this 
program. 

The proposed one mill ad valorem property tax to be 
voted December 9, will make this opportunity a reality. 

In order that the citizens of Shelby County may be 
better informed, it is felt that several questions should be 
answered about the proposed program and tax. 


What is the purpose for the proposed Area Vocational 
Trade School? 

Shelby County and surrounding areas are rapidly 
becoming industrialized. In order to continue to attract 
industry to our area, we must be able to provide personnel 
trained in skills and trades to operate their plants. 


Otherwise, development people will seek other areas to 
locate industry where employment needs can be met. There 
may be other students and adults who want to learn a skill 
or trade for the purpose of self-employment.

Who will the Shelby County Area Vocational Trade School 
serve? 

High School: The Area Vocational School will serve 
those students in senior high school who will not or cannot 
finish high school in our present school program or those 
who do not choose to go to college, and who wish to learn 
a trade or skill to become wage earners. Students will 
attend regular high school one-half day and trade school 
one-half day. 

Adult: Adults who wish to improve their skills for the 


purpose of advancement in their jobs or learn a new skill, 


may enroll in the school for night classes. 


What trades and skills will be offered? 

Trades and skills basic for the industries in this 
county and the surrounding area plus any others that may 
be needed by the students and adults will be offered. 


The totul cust of building and equipping the Area 
Vocational School will be approximately $750,000.00. The 
construction of the building will cost approximately 
$560,000.00. The original equipment cost will be 
approximately $190,000.00. $600,000.00 of the @riginal 
cost will be furnished by the Federal Governmhent and 
$150,000.00 will be Shelby County’s share. 

The Area Vocational Trade School will be staffed by 
the Federal and State Government at no cost to Shelby 
County. 

Shelby County will be responsible for operation, 
maintenance, and transportation for the Area Vocational 
Trade School.

Getting a slow start didn’t 
dampen the spirits of Shelby 
County volunteers who were 
pushing for their $30,000 
United Appeal goal. Proof 
came Monday, November 17, 
as chairman Don _ David 
announced that Shelby County 
had raised more than $30,100 
for 100.3 per cent of goal. 

To date, contributions are 
continuing to accumulate and 
figures now stand at more than 
$30,250 according to David.

Cotton producers will vote 
by mail Dec, 1—5 on marketing 
quotas for the 1970 upland 
cotton crop, H,C. McDanal, 
Chairman of the Shelby 
County .Agricultural 
Stabilization and conservation 
(ASC) Committee reported 
today. 

A 1970 upland cotton 
national marketing quota of 
16,008,333 bales has been 
announced by the U.S, 
Department of Agriculture 
along with a national allotment 
of 17 million acres for the 
1970 crop.

plus the national acreage 
reserve of 150,000 acres for 
the establishment of minimum 
farm allotments as required by 
law. 

Individual farm allotments 
are set by the County ASC 
Committee in accordance with 
law and USDA regulations and 
are based on the cotton acreage 
history of each farm. Notices 
of farm allotments have been 
mailed to operators of upland 
cotton farms, 

If at least two-thirds of the 
growers voting in the national 
referendum approve quotas for 
the 1970 upland cotton crop, 
producers who planted within 
their allotment would have 
available a Federal program 
offering price - support loans 
and payments. Marketing 
quota penalties would apply to 
any excess cotton produced on 
a farm. 

Cooperators in the 1970 
upland cotton program would 
have available to them 
price-support loans of 20,25 
cents a pound and 
price-support payments of 
16.80 cents a pound on acreage 
planted within the domestic 
allotment which is 65 percent 
of the total farm allotment. 

If more than one-third of 
the voters oppose quotas for 
the 1970 crop, the regular 
allotment program would 
remain in effect. Price-support 
loans would be available at 50 
percent of parity for growers 
who did not exceed their 
acreage allotments, as provided 
by law. However, no 
price-support payments would 
be made. No penalites would 
be imposed for excess cotton. 

Ballots will be mailed to 
eligible producers and should 
be returned to the Shelby 
County ASCS Office during 
Dec. 1-5. Mailed ballots must 
be postmarked no later than 
Dec. 5. Ballots returned in 
person must be brought in 
before the office closes on Dec. 
5. 

Generally, eligible voters are 
those producers who shared in 
the 1969 cotton crop or its 
proceeds. Questions about 
voter eligibility should go to 
the County ASCS Office.

You are not in style these days unless you have an 
eight-point buck for a good ornament. 

We have seen several hunters parading through the 
county recently with trophy deer draped across the hoods 
of their automobiles. 

Leading that parade of successful hunters is Larry 
Johnson of Wilsonville. At last reports Johnson had 
collected three racks this season, He has downed a 
four-pointer, an eight-pointer and a nine-pointer near his 
home in Wilsonville. 

Billy Moore had his camera ready for this photograph 
of Johnson with the nine-point buck, 


Don Hughes and I were along Lay Lake Sunday 
afternoon looking for ducks. We spotted over a hundred 
coots in one bunch and several mallards. As the weather 
gets colder up north, more mallards should be whistling their 
way toward Shelby County. 

Shallow back water along the lake is the best places 
to look for ducks. But don’t shoot yet. The season doesn’t 
come in until December 17. The season runs for less than 
one month so you had better have the ducks located before 
opening day, 

To hold the ducks in the area you hunt, it is 
recommended to concentrate your hunting during the early 
morning. Late afternoon duck hunting tends to scare the 
ducks off to a new roosting area. 

Quail hunting came in a week ago last Thursday. We 
have not had any reports on how the quail population is 
locally. According to Game and Fish Division Chief Charles 
Kelley, the quail population is “real good stateside.” 

Have you seen any woodcocks? 

Few hunters in the county concentrate on woodcocks 
but is is a popular game bird up north. We were talking with 
a man recently from Pennsylvania who was looking for 
woodcock in this area, If you locate any woodcocks, give us 
a 7 and we will make the contact.

Shelby man gunned down, 
brother’s bond $75,000 


A family argument brought 
violence once again to Shelby 
last Saturday afternoon. 


Harvey Troy Connell, 27, 
died of gunshot wounds after a 
dispute with his brother, 
Donald, 39. 


The argument allegedly 
occured when Troy Connell 
tried to extinguish a grass fire 
at the home of their parents in 
the Spring Creek community 
near Lay Lake. 


County Coroner Billy 
Thompson told The Reporter 
the shots were fired about 
11:30 a.m. and Troy Connell 
died at Shelby Memorial about 
three hours later. 

The only eye witness was 
Donald Connell’s 14-year-old 
son. 

Both the brothers are well 
known to county law 
enforcement officials and 
judges, having appeared in 
court On numerous charges in 
the past. 

According to 
supplied by Sheriff C.P. 
Walker, Donald ordered his 
brother to allow the fire to 
burn.

Farmers, fishermen 
get IRS forms early 


About three million 1969 
Federal income tax forms for 
America’s farmers and 
fishermen will be sent to them 
around December 1, a month 
earlier than usual, the Internal 
Revenue Service announced 
today. All other taxpayers will 
receive their packages about 
January |. 

A first for Internal Revenue, 
the early mailing is an attempt 
to assist the farmers and 


fishermen in taking advantage 


of options open to them in 
filing returns and paying their 
tax, IRS officials said. : 

Estimated tax forms, in a 
separate package, will reach 
farmers and fishermen about 
the same date. In previous 
years, the estimated tax forms 


were included in the income 
tax packages. 


Farmers and fishermen have 
a choice of filing dates: They 
may elect to file and pay in full 
an estimated tax declaration by 
January 15, 1970, and file an 
income tax return by the April 
15 deadline; or they may elect 
to file only an income tax 
return by February 16 and pay 
the tax due with the return, 
Like the other 77 million 
taxpayers expected to file tax 
returns for 1969, farmers and 
fishermen will be using the new 
income tax Form 1040. 


The form is a one-page, 
basic form to which separate 
schedules can be added to 
cover any tax situation.

A double barrelled opportunity to make significant 
progress in the Shelby County school system presents itself 
to county voters next Tuesday. 

Shelby Countians will find two local issues on the 
ballot. One is a referendum asking if the county wishes to 
continue to elect its superintendent of education. The other 
proposes 2 one mill property tax to be used for eduvational 
purposes. 

The Reporter hopes voters will change the county's 
present method of selecting a county superintendent of 
education and will give its elected Board of Education 
power to appoint the county's chief school official. 

Most of our professional administrators, comparable 
in many respects to superintendents of education are 
already appointed instead of elected. College presidents, 
hospital administrators, virtually all cabinet members at the 
state and national levels and such officials as highway 
directors and health officers are usually appointed. 

Under the appointment system the Board of 
Education, like Congress, members of state legislatures and 
members of other boards, will continue to be elected and 
will establish policy. The board will reflect the wishes of 
the electorate and the implementation of policy will be 
carried out by an expert, a professional, who by education, 
training and experience has demonstrated administrative 
and technical competence, 

This is logical, reasonable and it works well. 

This method keeps the policy making body directly 
responsible to the electorate because the board, like 
legislatures and Congress must be elected at frequent 
intervals, 

This method also permits the elected board to 
establish qualifications for the office. It also makes it 


possible for the board to employ the very best person 
available to implement board policies. 

This method also permits the superintendent to go 
about his business without taking time off from his 
professional duties to campaign for election. It also permits 
him to make professional decisions instead of politically 
expedient decisions, 

The Alabama Education Study Commission, a 
2l-member group composed of four members of the 
Alabama House of Representatives, three state Senators, 
representatives of all levels of education and some of the 
state’s most respected business leaders recognized the 
strengths and weaknesses in both systems. 

Alabama's Governor has analyzed both systems. 

The Commission and the Governor have 
recommended the appointment of superintendents of 
education on the state and county levels. 

The Shelby County Reporter wishes to emphasize to 
its readers that a unique opportunity exists for Shelby 
County to move forward, to avail itself of a better method 
of operating its schools,

Moore urges vote 
for trade school 


We, the people of Shelby County, have been offered 
the opportunity of building an Area Vocational High 
School with 80% of the cost being borne by the 
Government. 

The Board of Education felt that such an opportunity 
should not be overlooked. They felt so strongly the need 
for such a school in our school system that they have asked 
the people to tax themselves in order to finance the 20% of 
the cost as required. 

A recent State survey revealed that 31% of the school 
drop-outs were due to the failure of the school program to 
meet the needs and interests of the students. A survey of 
Shelby County’s school records points out that of the 849 
students who started to school in the first grade in 1957-58, 
only 401 graduated last year. It is thought that many of 
those 448 drop-outs would have completed their high 
school education if they could have had the benefit of a 
vocational high school. 

The Area Vocational Trade School will give those 
students who would normally drop out of school, or those 
who do not choose to go to college, an opportunity to learn 
a trade or skill, and aid them in becoming an employed and 
productive citizen. Adults will, also, be able to attend night 
school classes. 

Students attending the trade school will have the 
professional services of a guidance counselor to help select 
the trade most suited to their abilities. 

The long needed chance to give so many of our boys 
and girls an opportunity to learn a trade or skill is so 
important, and the tax so small, that the Board of 
Education urges you to vote for the one mill tax on 
December 9, 1969,

- but who does not have 
active disease - - should take 
pills called isonaizid for one 
year. 


“The first step to find out if 
you have a TB infection is to 
have a tuberculin skin test”, he 
said. “Even when the test 
indicates no disease is present, 
people should ask their doctors 
for this test every year with 
their annual check-up. TB can 
be caught at any time by 
anyone.”

into worldwide postage stamp business 


By Don Hughes 

Switching occupations is 
something many would like to 
do, but few have the courage 
to do. 

Truman Shaw of Montevallo 
is one, however, who decided 
to kick over the traces and turn 
a former hobby into a fulltime 
occupation, And he has not 
once regretted doing so. 

Long interested in stamp 
collecting, Shaw formed the 
Shaw Stamp Company as a 
sideline to provide other 
collectors with stamps on 
approval, 

The number of customers 
rapidly grew to the point 
where Shaw had to decide 
whether to go into it fulltime 
or give it up completely. 

Two years ago with 400 
customers, he took a major 
step, resigning his 15-year 
position as chief engineer of 
Anderson Electric Company at 
Leeds, 

Now he has over 2500 
costomers and has had to hire 


extra help to handle orders. He 
advertises in the New York 
Times, Boy’s Life, American 
Girl, and mechanics and sports 
magazines, 

Mail orders pour in from all 
parts of the United States, 
Canada and the Philippines, It 
is interesting and exciting and 
he never knows what the next 
mail will bring. 

The bulk of Shaw’s business 
is in handling  standarized 
collections of low and medium 
priced stamps. Most of his 
customers are teen agers and 
young adults who are 
assembling basic stamp 
collectiohs, 

Shaw explained to The 
Reporter how his business 
works. In response to his 
advertising, a customer will 
write, requesting a sample 
group of stamps on approval, If 
no special interests are given, 
Shaw sends the person a 
standard assortment of stamps, 
However, he finds that many 
persons indicate special 


interests in stamps, In such 
cases, Shaw’s sample group will 
be directed to that interest. 

The most popular stamps 
today are on space subjects, 
Shaw finds. Nearly all 
countries have issued stamps 
using the moon walk theme 
and these are being avidly 
sought by collectors, 

The Kennedy theme is the 
second most popular category, 
followed by stamps depicting 
animals, fish, and birds, Many 
collectors have geographical 
preferences such as western 
Europe, South America or 
British colonies. 

Mr. Shaw deals mainly in 
foreign stamps because of their 
popularity and the demands of 
his customers. He buys large 
amounts of stamps in packages 
or in sheets. Some stamps are 
canceled and classified as used 
stamps. Some of his stamps 
come from New York City, 
considered the stamp center of 
the country, but Ft, 
Lauderdale, Fla. is another 


major source, because of 
foreign representatives living 
there. 

At The Reporter’s request, 
Shaw passed along some 
information on mounting 
stamps fur beginning 
collectors, He recommends 
that mint stamps be preserved 
in plastic mounts, They should 
be protected not only on the 
face, but also on the gum side, 
If a collector hinges or distrubs 
the gum he is lowering the 
value of his stamp, Shaw said. 
He further recommends the use 
of loose leaf albums so the 
collector can add supplements 
and keep his collection up to 
date without disturbing 
previously mounted specimins, 

Shaw sees the stamp 
business as “still on the 
uptrend” with the increasing 
leisure time available to many, 
Stamps are not his only 
interest, however, The 
versatile Montevallo resident 
has a patent on a fishing lure he 
developed a few years ago. 


School tax wins; electing 
superintendent approved 


The vocational high school 
for the county is assured. 


The Shelby County 
electorate put over the one mill 
property tax with a close but 
definite majority at the polls 
Tuesday. 

At the same time, local 
residents voted to continue to 
elect the county 
superintendent of schools 
rather than allowing the 


county school board to 


appoint the officer. 

With all but three boxes 
tabulated at ‘press time, the 
vote in favor of the one mill 
tax for education was 
unofficially 856 to 738. The 
three boxes not in were 
Vincent, Arkwright and 
Dunnavant. Telephone calls 
indicated that the Vincent 
tabulation showed only one 
vote difference. 

Unofficial figures showed 
that Columbiana, Montevallo, 
Alabaster, Wilton, Helena, 
Wilsonville, Chelsea, Shelby, 
Siluria and several other boxes 
favored the tax. Montevallo’s 
three boxes indicated a vote of 
187 for the tax to 114 
opposed. The first two 
Columbiana boxes reporting 
favored the proposal 86 to 43. 

Communities voting against 
the tax included Calera, 70 to 
58; Pea Ridge, 40 to 10: 
Vandiver, 12 to 4; Pelham, 43 
to 13; Harpersville, 18 to 11; 
Dogwood, 26 to 6 and 


Westover, 21 to 14. 

Votes were close in many 
boxes and varied widely in 
different communities. 

The tax was sought by 
school officials in order to raise 
$150,000 to match $600,000 


in federal state funds for the 
purpose of building a 
vocational high school in the 
county. 

It was apparent from the 
first returns that came in to the 


Sheriff's office that the 
proposal to continue electing 
the county school 
superintendent would win, 
Total informal tabulation, 
exclusive of three boxes 
showed the vote 1,030 in favor 
of electing the superintendent 
to 733 opposed, 

Shelby County voters were 
either inconsistent or were 
confused by the wording of

Plan telephone ealls ahead 
for Vietnam servicemen 


Shelby County residents 
were advised today by the 
telephone company to plan 
ahead if they wish to talk 
during the coming holiday 
season to relatives or friends 
stationed in Vietnam, 

“It is generally easier for a 
serviceman to call home than 
for his family to try reaching 
him in Vietnam,” said John W. 
Godwin. ‘‘And to avoid 
disappointments, servicemen 
are encouraged to notify their 
families in advance if they 
expect to telephone home, 
particularly during the 
holidays.” 

Godwin said that more than 
42,000 calls were completed 
between the United States and 
Vietnam last year. “Most of 
the calls,” he added,” were 
made from Vietnam rather 
than the U.S. because of the 
difficulty in locating 
servicemen when calls come in 
from the states. 

“The heavy concentration 
of so many troops in a small 
country at war creates some 
real communications 
problems,’ Godwin. said. 
“Service is still not what we 
would like it to be but is has 
been improved substantially in 
recent years, 

**Travel restrictions and 
curfews in Saigon complicate 
the task of locating servicemen 
to take telephone calls,” John 
Godwin explained. For this 
reason, when a call is made to 
Saigon it is important for the 
caller to have the servicemen’s 
unit, his APO number and, if 
possible, a telephone number

where he can be reached. 

“Until 1967,”’ John Godwin 
said, “servicemen could call 
home only from Saigon, Calls 
now can be placed from 
hospitals and bases in Ton Son 
Nhut, Long Binh, Cam Rahn 
Bay, Nha Trang, Qui Nhon and 
Da Nang. 

“U. S. callers, however, can 


reach only telephones in 
Saigon and the immediate 
vicinity. 


“The speed of handling a 
call to Vietnam depends on the 
volume of calls pending at the 
time and the availability of the 
serviceman in Vietnam,” 
Godwin said, Calls between the 
U.S. and Vietnam average 
about 350 a day. But this 
figure is expected to increase 
during the holiday season. 

Calls originating in Vietnam 
are handled “first come, first 
served” at various telephone 


centers operated for 
servicemen, 
“But when a_ serviceman 


does get to a telephone, it is 
usually just a few minutes 
before his call is completed to 
the states,” John Godwin said. 
Saigon is thirteen hours ahead 
of eastern standard time. 

In 1965, communications 
facilities in Vietnam permitted 
the completion of only thirty 
calls a day between the two 
countries. Two commercial 
high frequency radio circuits 
were operated four hours a 
day. 

There are now ten circuits 
available for Vietnam service, 
and they generally are open 
twelve to fifteen hours a day. 


The circuits go by ocean cable 
or sattellite t Hong Kong and 
the rest of the way by high 
frequency radio. 


The first three minutes of a 
station-to-station call to 
Vietnam is nine dollars. A 
person-to- person call costs 
twelve dollars for the first 
three minutes. Additional 
minute rates for both station 
and person calls is three 
dollars.

approved by 121 votes 


legislature to 


The tax to build a 
vocational high school in 
Shelby County was approved 
by the voters by a 121 vote 
majority. 

Official returns from the 
December 9 election show that 
the one mill county ad valorem 
tax for educational purposes 
was approved by a vote of 914 
to 793, 

On the other local issue on 
the ballot, Shelby County 
voters cast 1,124 votes to 
continue electing the county 
superintendent of education as 
against 781 who wanted the 
school board to have the power 
to appoint a superintendent, 

Of the 34 proposed 
amendments to the state 
constitution on the December 
9 ballot, Shelby County voters 
turned down only five. They 
voted 951 to 753 against 
Amendment 6 which would 
have allowed counties and 
municipalities to levy property 
taxes for library purposes, 

The firemen’s retirement 
amendment was voted down 
by 982 to 902. Number 8 on 
the ballot, this would have 
provided a tax on insurance 
premiums for retirement funds, 

Amendment 20, allowing 


the state 


consolidate county offices in 


number of 


opportunities for young people 
and should establish and 
maintain a strong ethical and 
moral tone. 

City and county officials 
seated on the platform were 
gratified when the Governor 
told the students, “It’s the 
local officials who really keep

Composer Nagy-Farkas, a 
native of Yugoslavia, joined the 
University of Montevallo 
faculty in September of last 
year after a career than 
included such diverse vocations 
as performances with the 
Yugoslavia Symphony 
Orchestra, working in a French 
automobile factory, washing 
dishes in San Francisco and 
serving as visiting professor at 
Lewis and Clark College in 
Portland, Oregon. 

During the 1950's 
Nagy-Farkas, who today is an 
assistant professor of music at 
Montevallo, traveled with the 
Yugoslav orchestra throughout 
Europe, in the Soviet Union, 
Red China and elsewhere in the 
Far East. He was touring the 
United States when the 
Hungarian revolution broke 
out in 1956. 

Nagy-Farkas decided at that 
time he wanted to live in the 
U,S., but for personal reasons 
returned to Yugoslavia. 


Three years later he 
defected to the West.

When Nagy-Farkas told the 
U.S official he wanted to be a 
teacher and compose music, 
arrangements were made for 
him to receive a_ grant 
permitting him to pursue his 
musical studies in Paris. 

This training enabled him to 
be granted a special permit by 
the U.S. to enter this country 
a year later. He was classified 
as a person who had sufficient 
professional training to 
potentially benefit American 
society. 

After arriving in the United 
States and while attempting to 
establish musical contacts, 
Nagy-Farkas found 
‘employment as a dishwasher in 
a San Jose, California grade 
school and as a part time cook 
in a Greek-Turkish restaurant 
in San Francisco. 

While teaching part time at 
the University of Puget Sound 
in Washington state he 
completed his work on a 
master’s degree. 


Now, an American citizen, 
the 37 year-old musician 
moved to Shelby County, 


Alabama during the summer of 
1968 and has been teaching 
music composition and music 


theory at the University of 
Montevallo for the past 16 
months. 


He began composing the 
work that will be performed 
tonight shortly after moving to 
Alabama. He completed the 
composition early this fall. 

Entitled “Variations on a 
Theme by Thomas Campian”, 
the composition is described as 
a contemporary treatment of a 
theme developed by the 16th 
century English composer 
Thomas Campian.

Questions answered on new random selection 


(Editor’s Note: As a public service, and because of 
widespread interest in problems which face most Alabamians, 
the Shelby County Reporter carries this article, one of a series 
which answers questions most asked of the State Selective 
Service System.) 

State Selective Service Director Hugh J. Caldwell, Jr., 
States that many questions are being received at State 
Headquarters concerning the new random selection sequence. 

The following questions and answers concerning this 
new draft procedure relate to the areas in which it is believed 
there is the greatest public interest: 

Q: My birth date was drawn number 216 in the lottery. I 
am in school and will be until June 1973. Will the 216 number 
apply when I enter the pool in 1973 or will that year’s number 
control? 

A: The random selection sequence number you acquired 
in the December 1969 drawing will apply so long as you 
remain subject to induction for mititary service. 

* * * * 

Q: presently I am in Class II-A but this deferment will 
expire on February 28, 1970. I have number 306 from the 
lottery. I will become 26 on May 1, 1970. If the local board 
does not reach my number before my 26th birthday, what will 
my status be? 

A: If the local board has not reached your number 
before your 26th birthday, you will, upon reaching age 26, 
leave the pool of those available for induction as part of the 
1970 first priority selection group. 

* + * ~ 

Q: If a local board must select three men to fill a call 
today for five, all of whom have the same birthday, which 
three would they take? 

A: In the event that two or more men have the same 
birth date within a local board, their sequence of induction 
will be determined by the first letter of their names (last name 
and, if necessary, first name) in an alphabetical order. 

* * + * 

Q: Next February, I will turn 19. Do I enter the lottery 
pool on that date? 

A: No. You won't be included in the random selection 
sequence until 1971. The 1970 pool is limited to those born 
on or after January 1, 1944 and on or before December 31, 
1950, 

* . * * 

Q: Will there be any more drawings? 

A: Yes. A new random sequence will be made for each 
calendar year for those ropetrants attaning the age of 19.

Q: My birthday in the lottery gave me sequence number 
325 and I will be in Class I-A next year. Can I count on not 
being inducted in 1970? 

A: No, because the total manpower requirements are not 
known and cannot be reasonable estimated at this time. 

* . * * 

Q: I have random sequence number 75. When my local 
board inducts me will other local boards be inducting 
registrants with this same sequence number? 

A: Not necessarily. It is expected that all local boards 
will be proceeding at about the same pace, but because local 
boards have varying percentages of their registrants in deferred 
status, and do not have the same number of registrants with 
the same birthdays, they may not be inducting at any one time 
all available registrants with a particular random sequence 
number.

Q: I have sequence number 250. If I want to volunteer 
for induction, will my local board wait until they reach 
sequence number 250 before they will accept me as a 
volunteer? 

A: No. They may accept you as a volunteer prior to 
reaching your random sequence number in the induction 
processing.

A: No. If at the time you are classified I-A in 1973 your 
local board has not reached sequence number 300 in their 
induction processing, you will simply be placed in that 
sequence and you may or may not be reached for induction in 
1973. You will still have sequence number 300, If at the time 
you are classified I-A your local board has reached random 
sequence number 300 in 1973 you will be subject to induction 
at the head of the 1973 selection group.

Q: Will registrants now postponed be in the random 
selection? 

A: No. The postponed registrant has already been 
ordered for induction under the old system and will be 
inducted when the postponement ends,

Q: Can a man whose birthday is drawn early in the 
drawing still join the Reserve? 

A: Yes. Just as now, he can join a Reserve Unit any time 
before the induction order is issued. 

* ” * * 

Q: What about volunteering for active duty? 

A: The policy is to authorize enlistment for active duty 
at any time up to the day of induction. 

+ . * * 

Q: What is the situation of a registrant who is in I-A for 
the first part of the year, but enters college in September and 
requests and gets a student deferment? 

A: If his random sequence number has not been reached, 
he goes out of the group to return when no longer deferred to 
the current group. If his random sequence number HAS been 


reached, but he has not been issued an order to report for 
induction, the local board may defer him for college and he 
would ihen reenter the selection group in the year he again 
lost his deferment. 


Q: Lam 19 years old, have no basis for deferment, and 
have sequence number 300. If I am not inducted in 1970, can 
I be inducted in 1971 or in subsequent years? 

A: You are liable for induction to age 26 or to age 35 if 
you are or have been deferred. In 1971 you will have a 
decreased vulnerability, However, if the calls for manpower in 
1971 are so high that they cannot be met by the 1971 
selection group, the local boards will then select from the 
supply of manpower that might be left over from 1970, As 
each year goes by without your induction taking place you will 
have a decreasing vulnerability.

_ New state license required 
‘for automobile graveyards 


Effective January 1, 1970, 
all operators of automobile, 
vehicle, machinery or material 
junkyards within 1,000 feet of 
the nearest edge of the 
right-of-way of any interstate 
or federal aid primary highway 
in the State of Alabama will be 
required to obtain a license 
from the Alabama Highway 
Department. According to the 
law, an automobile graveyard is 
classified as a junkyard if it is 
an establishment where a 
minimum of ten (10) junked, 
wrecked or non - operative 
automobiles, vehicles, 
machines or other similar scrap 
or salvage materials have been 


deposited, placed or otherwise 
located. The license may be 
obtained only after certain 
requirements stipulated in the 
book entitled Laws, Rules and 
Regulations Relating to 
Operation and Licensing of 
Junkyards, published by the 
Alabama Highway Department, 
are met. 

Marion H. Wilkins, Highway 
Director, said, “On September 
8, 1967, the Legislature of the 
State of Alabama passed the 
‘Highway Beautification Act - 
Junkyard Control’. This law 
was passed as required by the 
federal ‘Highway 
Beautification Act’. We in

Alabama, of course, are 
interested in providing safety 
and beauty for our traveling 
public. We solicit the 
cooperation of all who will be 
affected by this matter.” 

In order to be licensed one 
requirement is that, except for 
zoned or unzoned industrial 
areas, the junkyard must be 
screened from sight along the 
highway. The Highway 
Department is responsible for 
screening junkyards established 
prior to September 8, 1967. 
The owners of the junkyards 
established after that date are 
required to furnish their own 
screening. 


The cost of the license to 
operate or maintain a junkyard 
within 1,000 feet of the 
nearest edge of the 
right-of-way of any interstate 
or federal aid primary highway 
is $25.00 per year. This license 
must be renewed the first of 
January of each year. 


Any person, partnership or 
corporation that establishes, 
maintains, or operates any 
junkyard contrary to the 
provisions of the “Highway 
Beautification Act - Junkyard 
Control Law” shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall 
be penalized by a fine of not 
less than $100.00 or more than 
$1,000.00. 


For a copy of the book 
Laws, Rules and. Regulations 
Relating to Operation and 
Licensing of Junkyards, 
application forms and other 
information, owners should 
contact the Resident Engineer 
of the Highway Department 
for the district in which the 
junkyard is located.

I have a copy of the Revised Standard Version of the Bible 
on my desk, and so I opened it and began to look through it, 
remembering what these people had said about Christmas. 
Here are some of the passages I found. 

I found an expression of the wonder and humility of a 
mother expecting her first child, but a child unlike others: 
And Mary said, 


“My soul magnifies the Lord 

and my spirit rejoices in God my Savior, 

for he has regarded the low estate of his handmaiden, 

For behold, henceforth all 

generations will call me blessed; 

For he who is mighty has done great things for me, 

and holy is his name .. .”’ (Luke 1:46-49) 


I found the simple, moving story of Christ’s birth: 


“And Joseph also went up from Galilee, from the city of Naza- 
reth, to Judea, to the city of David, which is called Bethlehem, 
because he was of the house and lineage of David, to be enrolled 
with Mary, his betrothed, who was with child. And while they 
were there, the time came for her to be delivered. And she gave 
birth to her first-born son and wrapped him in swaddling clothes 
and laid him in a manger, because there was no room for them 
in the inn.” (Luke 2:4-7) 


And further on I found the joyous message of the angels 
to the shepherds on the hillside outside Bethlehem: 


‘. «+ DL bring you good news of great joy which will come to all 
people; for to you is born this day... A Savior, whe is Christ 
the Lord.” (Luke 2:11-12) 


j But perhaps, most important of all, I found the story of 
irist’s life, a life which changed the history of the world and 
of the relationships between men. He said: 


“Blessed are you poor, for yours ix the kingdom of God.” 
“Blessed are you that hunger now, for you shall be satisfied.” 
“Blessed are you that weep now, for you shall laugh.” 

“Blessed are you when men hate you, and when they exclude 
you and revile you, and cast out your name as evil on account of 
the Son of man! Rejoice in that day, and leap for joy, for be- 
hold. your reward is great in heaven...” (Luke 6:20-23) 


And further on: 


“Love your enemies, do good to those who hate you, bless those 
who curse you, pray for those who abuse you. To him who strikes 
you on the cheek, offer the other also...” (Luke 6:27-29) 


For the message of Christmas is not just the familiar and 
beautiful story of the birth of Christ and of its meaning for 
mankind, Christmas is the time when we remember the prom- 
ise fulfilled by the Man who was born on Christmas. The 
people I have quoted — people not unlike many of us — 
have forgotten the true meaning of Christmas because they 
have forgotten the promise of Christmas. 

The truth of Christmas and the renewal of our belief in 
the real message of Christmas lies both in our understanding 
of the simple and at the same time awesome fact of Christ's 
birth and in our realization of the intimate and immediate way 
the fulfilled life of Christ touched and touches our lives,

Interest on bonds 
raised to 5 percent 


President Nixon has 
approved legislation raising the 
interest rate on U.S, Savings 
Bonds to 5 per cent, if held to 
maturity. 

When queried about the 
new Savings Bonds terms, Thad 
Holt, Alabama Chairman for 
U, S. Savings Bonds, stated - - 
“The new rate of 5 per cent to 
maturity applies to all 
outstanding Series E* and H 
Bonds sold on or after June }, 
1969, The higher rate also 


applies to older Bonds. 
Beginning with the first 
semi-annual interest period 


Starting on or after June 1, 
1969, rates on outstanding E 
and H Bonds will be increased 
to yield 5 per cent when held 
to maturity or extended 
maturity, These outstanding 
Bonds will also benefit by an 
improved interim schedule 
should they be redeemed 
earlier. Therefore, there would 
be no advantage in redeeming

Cards preserve 
words of Christmas 


Great writers of every age 
Since medieval times have 
made contributions to the 
various expressions and 
phrases that are associated 
with Christmas. 

Such expressions as, “A 
Ryghte Merrie Chrystmasse 
Toe You,” have now become 
archaic and the spelling 
quaint. But the continued 
exchange of Christmas cards 
over the years has been a 
strong influence in presery- 
ing the traditional words, or 
greetings, associated with the 
season. 

From the very beginning 
of greeting cards, prime im- 
portance was placed on the 
message itself. In fact, some 
of the earliest cards were 
simply greetings with sprigs 
or borders of holly on an oth- 
erwise plain card. 

But then, as early as the 
1880's in England and also 
in America, verses appropri- 
ate to the season and com- 
posed by famous authors, 
were proving popular on 
Christmas cards. 

One such poem by Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow — 
with a portrait of the emi- 
nent gentleman — appears 
on one of the antiques in the 
Hallmark Historical Collec- 
tion, a treasury of more than 
50,000 greetings which pro- 
vides a variety of the ex- 
pressions of good cheer and 
Christmas wishes by famous 


writers over the years. 

The age old message of the 
Season is to be found in to- 
day’s Christmas cards, ex- 
pressed in poetry and prose 
by such outstanding literary 
figures of the past and pres- 
ent as William Shakespeare, 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge, 
Sara Teasdale and, more re- 
cently, T. S. Eliot, Archibald 
MacLeish, William Carlos 
Williams and the late Rus- 
Sian writer, Boris Pasternak. 

Pasternak’s “The Christ- 
mas Pine Tree” has been ex- 
cerpted for a greeting card 
which reads in part: 


I love her to tears, at sight, 
from the first, 

As she comes from the woods 
in storm and snow. 

So uwkward her branches, the 
shyest of firs! 

We fashion her threads un- 


ian 
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hurriedly, slow. 

Her garments of silvery, gos- 
samer lace, 

Patterns of tinsel, and span- 
gles aglow 

From branch unto branch, 
down to the base 

I love her to tears, from the 
first, so bright 

In a crowd of friends on 
Christmas night.” 


Portions of Sir Walter 
Scott’s “Marmion” have been 
used for still another Christ- 
mas card verse: 


“England was merry England 
when 

Old Christmas brought his 
sports again. 

The damsel donned her kirtle 
sheen; 

The hall was dressed with 
holly green; 

Forth to the wood did merry- 
men go 

To gather in the mistletoe.

Housing demands 
to increase in ’70 


The Alabama savings tind 
loan industry is looking to the 
seventies confident of its 
ever-growing and expanding 
role in the state’s economy, 
declared Paul Turner, Pell City, 
president of the Alabama 
Savings and Loan League. 

In his yearend statement, 
Turner noted that housing 
needs and demands in the state 
have never been as great and 
that they will increase more 
rapidly than ever in the next 
decade. The demand for home 
financing far exceeds the 
supply of available funds in the 
present tight money situation, 
he said, 

“The financial strength of 
the savings and loan business in 
Alabama is at an all-time high,” 
the Pell City businessman 
announced. “The credit 
squeeze over the past several 
months has seriously shrunk 
the real estate mortgage 
market, but because of its 
strong financial position the 
savings and loan industry in 
Alabama has been able to 
furnish home financing at 
virtually the same 
volume as in 1968

savings and loan industry in the 
state furnished $19.8 million 
for the construction and $60.1 
million for the purchase of 1-4 


family homes. These figures 


compare with $22.3 million 
and $58.7 million in 1968. 
Mortgage loans closed by 


savings and loans in November 
and December, however, are 
expected to be lower than last 
year’s production, Turner 
added, 

On the question of inflation 
and the money market in 
1970, Turner expects the first 
quarter to be “comparable 
with the final quarter of “69,” 
He suggested, however, that 
the Federal government could 
alter any forecast by its action 
in the money market. “But 
whatever happens,’ he

stressed, “the savings and loan 
industry is gearing itself to 
perform at maximum 
effectiveness throughout the 
year.” 

Reporting from the 
Alabama Savings and Loan 
League office in Montgomery, 
League Executive Vice 
President Doug Amos pointed 
the government’s 
involvement in the money 
market by declaring that its 
various agencies are “offering 
the foremost competition for 
the savings dollar.” He 
contended that millions of 
dollars are being drawn away 
from the mortgage market in 
Alabama by ‘‘unfair 
competition of the Federal 
government.” 

Expressing hope that the 
Federal government will not be 
as active in the money market 
in 1970, he said that the 
government must assign 
housing a higher priority if the 
nation’s housing goals are to be 
attained in the seventies. “The 
state’s 59 savings and loan 
association,” he said, “stand 
ready to do whatever necessary 
to get our homebuilders back 
in business,” 

Savings and loan 
associations are thrift 
institutions which invest over 
80 percent of their funds in 
real estate mortgages.

Santa was first brought to 
this country by the early 
Dutch settlers, who called 
him Sinterklaas, These Dutch 
burghers portrayed him as a 
merry old man, sometimes 
even with a wife they called 
Molly Grietje. 

Santa also looked a little 
different then, and he wore 
a wide-brimmed black hat, 
short Dutch breeches, and 
smoked a long clay pipe. 

Later, the British brought 
their own Father Christmas 
to America — a happy, roly- 
poly Falstafflan figure. 

Inevitably, Sinterklaas and 
Father Christmas became 
one. Add to this the Norwe- 
gian’s Kriss Kringle, with his 
sleigh and reindeer, and the 
picture is nearly complete. 

It was finally the task of 
American artists and writers

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Dr. Rayfield urges Wilsonville 
‘tuberculin test enbueners 


“Anyone can have TB and 
not know it”, says Dr. John 
Rayfield Shelby County Health 
Officer. 

“There are no symptoms in 
the earliest stages of active 
TB”, Dr. Rayfield says. “You 
may not know you are sick and 
spreading germs to others. 

“But there are ways to find 
out. Taking a Tuberculin test is 
a first step”, according to Dr, 
Rayfield. “If the test indicates 
the presence of TB germs, 
other procedures, including 
x-rays and laboratory tests, will 
be used to confirm the results, 

“‘Today we have the 
knowledge to wipe out TB 
completely”’, Dr, Rayfield said.

““But not everyone takes 
advantage of that knowledge. 
Pills can cure active TB. If a 
person does have TB, most of 
the treatment can take place at 
home, But treatment should 
begin in a hospital where 
doctors can take tests and find 
the best combination of drugs 
for each person. 


“The really dangerous thing 
about TB is when it is 
undetected”, Dr. Rayfield said. 
“When TB is detected, the 
dangers disappear”.

Early man associated candles 
with his spiritual longings 


It is difficult to imagine 
Christmastime without 
candles, 

Long before Christ, man 
associated the light of the 
candle with his spiritual 
longings. The Old Testa- 
ment refers to the candle 
often. 

As civilization dawned, 
man came to guard the 
flames he discovered he 
he could make by friction 
of sticks or flint. Crude 
torches let him hold the 
light a little longer and to 
lengthen his days so that 
he might pursue his labor 
and his quest for knowl- 
edge. 

The Romans were prob- 
ably the first to make can- 
dles, which they burned 
before the altars of their 
gods, to light their ban- 
quet rooms, and to light 
their pageants and carni- 
vals. It is interesting to 
note that while pagan 
Rome used the candle for 
merry-making, the Chris- 
tian martyrs used it to 
light the catacombs. 

It was natural for Chris- 
tians to adapt the candle 
to their way of life, for 
Christ had referred to 
Himself as the Light of 
the world. More, He had 
assured them that each 
Christian was a light. 

The Middle Ages found 
the candle at its zenith. 


Made of tallow, by the. 


dipping process, the can- 
dle was widely used for 
light, on up till the 19th 
century. 


The Medieval church 
made sure that candles 
were made of beeswax... 
an idea founded in the 
belief that bees came to 
earth directly from hea- 
ven. Throughout the Mid- 
dle Ages it was common 
for swarms of bees to be 


cared for near religious es- 
tablishments, 


Some of the candles of 
the Middle Ages were 
thick and tall; they rose 
over the heads of the peo- 
ple and cast a fairly strong 
light in a royal hall, or 
cathedral. These huge can- 
dles weighed as much as 
300 pounds. 

The custom of putting 
lighted candles on the 
tree came from Martin 
Luther’s time, when haz- 
ards of fire from candles 
was an accepted risk, part 
of life itself. 

The idea of lights on 
the tree is still cherished 
by modern man. One of 
Albert Schweitzer’s books 
tells of a Christmas Day in 


a steaming jungle when a 


dying man begged for a 
Christmas tree with can- 
dles on it. 


It is traditional that 
every family in Ireland 
have a candle in the home 
as a symbol of faith, to 
welcome the Christ and to 
invite strangers (who may 
be the Holy Infant with an 
earthly disguise). 

In Italy a Christmas 
candle is kept burning in 
front of each creche dur- 
ing the Yule Season. 

In Spain, the Christmas 
candle is placed over the 
doors of the faithful.

Through the years-~ 
Celebrating Christmas changes 


Through the years, the 
ways of celebrating Christ- 
mas have taken on many 
different forms.

And a modern 
Christmas, just like an old- 
fashioned Christmas, calls 
for gatherings of family and 
friends, with much merri- 
ment, fun and feasting. 

Right now in this commu- 
nity, families are celebrating 
the holiday with just such 
gatherings, such merriment, 
fun and feasting. 

Like families of yesteryear, 
they celebrate with gifts and 
greens, with the warmth of 
a glowing hearth and the 
gleam of a lighted tree, with 
stockings hung by the chim- 
ney with care and even with 
candles, though these beckon 
brightly from candleholders 
rather than from the tree.

For Concert Halls 

Christmas music for the 
concert halls began to be 
created after the Reforma- 
tion. 

Italy introduced the Christ- 
mas concerto, during the 
17th and 18th centuries, Cor- 
elli's “Christmas Concerto” 
is perhaps the best known of 
this kind of Christmas music. 

In Puritan England, the 
oratorio became a popular 
form of music, thought to 
represent the righteousness 
in man. Handel’s “Messiah” 
was performed and admired 
for this expression of pious 
sentiment, with little consid- 
eration for its relationship to 
the story of the Nativity. 

It was not until about 1900 
that “The Messiah” began to 
be performed primarily at 
Christmas time.
